A CITY OFFICIAL’S CONFIDENCES 





Business is Run by a Tammany District 
Leader, He Says—How Protection 
Money ts Collected. 





The poolrooms in Long Island City were 
Open yesterday afternoon and doing a lively 
business. Runners met every ferry boat 
from Manhattan. Cappers had distributed 
small cards to people along the street in- 
forming them of the location of the gamb- 
ling places. 

During the hours in which bets can be 
Made on the races the trolley cars were 
packed to the guards with bettors. The 
cars were run up in front of the gambling 
places and then the crowd thronged into 
the barn-like structures which had been 
put up recently to accommodate the thous- 
ands who are expected to make Long Is- 
land City their afternoon headquarters un- 
less the police and the Queens County of- 
ficials close the places up. , 

A NEw YorkK Times reporter went there, 
and within five minutes after his arrival 
he was accosted by a Tammany city offi- 
cial who holds a job in the City Hall in 
Manhattan. 

“You are not going to write us up, are 
you?’ questioned this official. ‘“‘If the 
newspapers let us alone for three weeks 
we'll be coining money all right. That’s 
the only thing that will stop this game.” 

“Who is running the business over here 
mew?” he was asked. 

“Why, the Tammany Hall people,” was 
the reply. ‘‘ There's a big district leader 
in Tammany Hall who has got the game 
over here, and if we’re only let alone for a 
little while things will boom.’ 

“Don't you expect police interference?” 

“No, Everything is all right.” 

“But there was a poolroom raided here 
@ few days ago.” 

“Qh, that was Dick Cook’s place. He 
Started down below the * dead line.’ You 
know the arrangement was that there 
should be no poolrooms below the line of 
the Court House and toward the New York 
ferries. Cook opened a poolroom down in 
the old car stable, and the police raided 
the place, because he did not see the right 
people in Tammany Hall.” 

‘Do not the gamblers fear that District 
Attorney Merrill will make raids?” 

The Tammany city official pointed to the 
crowded trolley cars on Vernon Avenue, 
and said: 

“Those people know where to go. It 


looks as if we had all the protection we 
needed.” 


THE “TARIFF” AND PROTECTION. 


The information as to how the poolrooms’ 
had been opened in Long Island City and 
all the facts about the “tariff” and police 
protection were given to THE NEW YorK 
TimEs reporter by a poolroom keeper of 
Manhattan. He said: 

“They have raised the tariff on pool- 
rooms so high in Long Island City that 
there can’t be much money in it except for 
the officials who get the protection cash. 
Each poolroom in Long Island City is now 
forced to pay $235 each week. Of this sum 
$100 is sent to New York to the politicians 
who are ‘way up.’ The balance of the 
$135 each week is paid by the poolroom 
keepers to many officials in the county 
and to other people who are expected to 
suppress .all news about the piaces. In 
fact, everybody has got to be seen in Long 
Island City. All the tariff I paid in a pool- 
room in Manhattan was $50 a week, and I 
dont see how much money can be made by 
the men unless they do big business,”

SUIT BY MRS. McKINLEY. 


She and Mrs. Barber Bring Action to 
Recover Possession of a Mine 
in Nevada.

CARSON CITY, Nevada, July 23.—In the 
United States Circuit Court here suit has 
been begun by Mrs. Ida McKinley and Mrs. 
Mary B. Barber against John Steele, Will- 
jam Hayes, and others to recover posses- 
sion of the Elijah Mine, one of the pat- 
ented claims of the Canton Mining Com- 
pany. It is alleged that the defendants 
are operating the mine. Ten thousand 
dollars damages are also claimed for ore 


said to have been ‘taken out by the de- 
fendants. The parties are required to an- 
swer within forty days. 

Steele is the owner of the Macon City 
Mine, adjoining the Elijah, and denies that 
he has extracted ore from the patented 
claim, all his workings being, he _ says, 
within his own lines. He says he will gcon- 
test the suit, and will proceed with’ the 
extraction of ores as hitherto. Hayes claims 
no interest in the property, his connection 
with the case being as shipping agent for

Mrs. McKinley inherited her interest in 


these mines from her father, and when the 
President was here he had a conference 
with his wife’s agent, and decided to de- 
velop the properties, which contain much 
good ore. They are near Ely, in White 
Pine County. 


AN AGED LIFE SAVER. 


Capt. Newhall, Eighty-two Years Old, 
Dives from a Wharf at Lynn, Mass., 


and Rescues a Boy.

LYNN, Mass., July 23.—In the presence 
of many people who were frantically run- 
ning about and doing nothing; Capt? Otis 
W. Newhall, aged eighty-two years, dived 
from his coal wharf yesterday afternoon 
and swam to the rescue of Arthur Green, 
aged seven years. Not a stitch of his 

clothes did the old sailor remove. 
The little boy was playing about the 
wharf, and in trying to recover a fishline 


went over. He sank from sight, but came 
to the surface some distance away. There 
were a number of people about, who called 
for boats and life preservers, 

Old Capt. Newhall heard their cries, and, 
running to the edge of the wharf, made a 
splendid dive. He came quickly to the 
surface, shook his gray head, and swam 
for the boy, who had sunk for the second 
time. The rescuer reached the lad as he 
came to the surface, put his arm about 
him, and swam to ge wharf with his un- 
conscious burden. *The crowd gheered, a 
doctor restored the boy to consciousness, 
while Capt. Newhall hurried home to 
change his bedraggled seersucker costume. 


NO HELP FOR THE CROPS. 


Weather Forecaster Says There. May 
Be Local Showers in West, but No 
General Fall in Temperature. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—With the ex- 
ception of scattered thunderStorms, the 
most important of which, so far at least 
as reports to the Weather Bureau Show, 
was that at North Platte, Neb., where 
8-100 of an inch of rain fell, the drought 
and intense heat continued to-day through- 
out the States of the corn belt. Tempera- 
tures again averaged over 100 degrees in 
that area, making the thirty-sixth consecu- 
tive day in which the thermometer has 
risen to 90 degrees and higher. 

Aside from North Platte, a trace of rain 
was Officially reported at Des Moines, 
2-100 of an inch at Kansas City, some rain- 
fall in North Central Texas, some in Ar- 
kansas, some in South Texas, and also 
some in Northern Minnesota. In other sec- 
tions Official Forecaster Frankenfield says 
there may have been thunder showers, as 
reported in the press dispatches through 
the bureau, but that he had received no 
advice trom those points. 

These storms, he said, brought only tem- 
porary relief, and afford little sustenance 
to the baked ground, which needs a gen- 


eral rain. Accordjng to present indica- 
tions, there seems to be no prospect of 
such a downpour for the next two days 
at least. 

The temperatures in the superheated area 
were not generally so high as they were 
yesterday, but such falls as may have oc- 
curred have been due entirely to local 
changes and not to any general differences 
in atmospheric conditions. 

The hot weather also continued in the 
Northwest, Bismarck, N. D., réporting a 
a necgaty + mange J temperature of 106 de- 

ees. There is no prospect of any relief 
rom prevailing conditions in the central 
valleys and the middle West, and the fore- 
caster to-night repeats his forecasts of 
continued warm weather, with light and 
scattered thunderstorms for that section. 
The only rains indicated are local thunder- 
storms in the Southern States and Rocky 
Mountain section.

STRUCK FOR LEMONADE. 


When It Was Refused, Pittsburg Car- 
penters Employed in an Office Build- 
ing Refused to 'Work.

PITTSBURG, Penn., July 23.—Because 
the George A. Fuller Company would not 
furnish them with lemonade instead of 
common ice water, fifty carpenters and 
others employed on the new two-million- 
dollar twenty-two-story H. C. Frick office 
building struck.; The company furnished 
filtered water in which oatmeal was placed. 
The oatmeal prevents cramps. The men 


wanted lemonade, and formed a pool to 
get it, Each was to “ chip-in’’ 10 cents a 





week. 

Yesterday was the first day lemonade 
was served. Every man wanted to,get his 
money’s worth, and drank so much that 


Superintendent Clark’ thought they would 
make themselves ill. He shut off their 
drinks, and a strike resulted. Work was 
stopped to-day, and, as this is a.‘ rush 
contract,” the odd strike is costing the 
company considerable money. Superintend- 
ent Clark said: ‘ 

“This strike is about the limit. Lemon! 
ade is injurious and will knock a man out 
quicker than anything else. About an hour 
and a half after they quit some of them 
eame to me and said that they would go to 
work if I paid them for the hour and a half 
they loafed. What do you think of that?”

East Side “Heelers” and Vice 
Protectors Menace Him. 








HIS STRONG POLICE GUARD 





Triumph of the ex-Police Commissioner 
in His Appeal for Reform Before 


the Educational Alliance. 





Frank Moss, ex-Police Commissioner, re- 
former, and Vice President of the City Vig- 
ilance League, addressed the Hebrews of 
the east side in a mass meeting held last 
night in the main hall of the Educational 
Alliance, at East Broadway and Jefferson 
Street, in the interests of social purity in 
the city. His speech was attended By 
scenes of disorder never before witnessed 
in the vicinity of the hall, and it was due 
solely to the prompt and efficient action of 
a detail of fifty uniformed policemen and a 
dozen detectives under command of Capt. 
Fitzpatrick of the Madison Street Station, 
and a remarkable exhibition of courage on 
the part of the speaker, that a riot of se- 
rious proportions was averted. 

The appearance of Mr. Moss on the 
speakers’ platform led to pandemonium 
among the thousand men and women who 
packed the hall. There were storms of 
hisses, ringing cheers, hoots and catcalls, 
and interruptions by excited men from 
every part of the hal, Outside the build- 


ing were gathered fully a thousand more 
excited men who hooted and jeered until 
charge by the police and scattered. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Muss ap~- 
peared to better advantage, his friends 
admitted, than ever before in his public 
life. There were moments when tt was 
admitted that the slightest show of weak- 
ness on his part would have turned the 
great audience into a dangerous mob. He 
did not hesitate, but plunged into a_tor- 
rent of fiery invective against ihe Tam- 
many leaders in the district. He did rot 
mince words, nor did he withhold names 
in his allegations of corruption. fe finaily 
won his audience by meeting his dctractors 
on their own ground. When he left the 
building, nearly an hour after the mecting 
had closed, escorted by a squad of detec- 
tives, he was followed all the way to the 
Second Avenue and Canal Street istation of 
the elevated railroad by a mob gf several 
hundred persons, in which the cheers and 
groans were mingled. 

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the City Vigilance League, and when 
the speakers were announced several days 
ago it became apparent that there would 
be trouble. The speakers were Mr. Moss, 
John P. Faure, the Rev. H, Masliansky, and 
Abram Benowich. The Hebrew newspapers 
of the east side immediately started a 
bitter attack on the ex-Police Commissioner 
based upon a book written by Mr. Moss 
in 1897, entitled ‘‘ The American. Metropo- 
lis,’ in chapter nine of which the author 
was unsparing in his criticisms of the He- 
brews of the east side. He referred to them 
as ignorant and uncleanly, and said they 
would sell their own brotherk, 

The Zionists of the east side and many 
Russian Polish Hebrews-called ton their 
national orator, Masliansky, not to appear 
on the same platform with Mr. oss, 
whom they denounce as the deadly enemy 
of their race. There was 8 rumor that per- 
sonal viglence-would be done to the speaker 
if he appeared upon the platform. The 
Rev. Mr. Masiiansky refused to listen to 
the exhortations of his countrymen to ab- 
sent himself from the meeting, saying that 
the opposition to Mr. Moss’s presence was 
being stirred up by the Tammany leaders 
of the district, and all the scheduled speak- 
ers were on hand last night when the 
meeting opened. 


MR. MOSS’'S GUARD. 


Mr. Moss took no chances even with the 
police safeguard. He arrived at-the hall 
accompanied by Dr. Matthew Beattie, 
President of the City Vigilance League, 


and escorted by Detectives Hammond and 
Dillon, the chief detectives of the league, 
and ten of their subordinates. These men 
stationed themselves in the front seats 
and on the stage, and at no time was Mr. 
Moss further than three feet from one or 
more detectives. 

Dr. Beattie as Chairman announced the 
object of the meeting. He said it was in 
the interests of good city government, and 
with very few words introduced the Rev. 
Mr. Masiiansky as the first speaker. Mr. 
Mastiansky spoke in Hebrew and was fre- 
quently cheered. He referred to Mr. Moss 
in no way, and devoted his attention strict- 
\y to the desired betterment of the civic 
life. The audience was respectful, but 
rather constrained and inattentive. From 
the outside of the building could be heard 
the shouts and cries of the mob which was 
struggling with the police at intervals. 

Abram Benowich followed, speaking first 
in Hebrew and then in English. His speech 
had to do principally with the present un- 
satisfactory condition of the ebrew ped- 
diers of the east side, and although he 
spoke earnestly the audience was plainly 
becoming impatient for what was expected 
to be the dramatic feature of the evening. 
During the closing periods of the»speec 
in fact, came the indications of the dis- 
turbance that was to follow. 

The speaker referred to the rumored ha- 
tred of the ex-Police Commissioner by the 
Hebrews and proceeded to defend him. A 
storm of cheers and hisses broke out all 
over*the hall and the speaker ended his ad- 
dress in a babel of interruptions, 

Mr. Faure followed in a short speech, 
which was respectfully received, and then 
Mr. Moss was introduced. , 

As the ex-Police Commissioner stepped 
forward disorder ensued. Half the au- 
dience was on its feet in a moment, man 
hissing and hooting, while others cheered, 
and the police and ushers plunged into the 
crowd and singled out the leading spirits 
of the opposition and hustled them toward 
the door. Men stood up on seats and shook 
their fists toward the stage until pulled 
down by friends or unceremoniously hauled 
down and thrown out by a _ policeman. 
There were disturbed groups all over the 
hall when Mr. Moss, raising his voice to 
the highest pitch, began his speech. 

“T thank those who welcome me here to- 
night,”’ he said, ‘‘and for the hisses I care 
not at all. I have been fighting your bat- 
tles here for eight years, and I. am not go- 
ing to quit now because those who have 
been seeking to injure you for that length 
of time are now trying to turn you against 
me,”’ 

Many persons tried to interrupt at this 
point, but the speaker waved thei down 
and raised his voice still higher. 4 

“The hisses come from three classes of 
persons,” he said. ‘‘ The. first class are the 
cadets of this district, whom I have been 
fighting for eight years. They are here to- 
night and here for a purpose. I know many 
of them. They tell you that I hate you— 
these unspeakable wretches who would de- 
bauch your homes. 

‘The second class are those who sell you 
worthless lottery tickets. They are here 
because I am on their trail. And your 
newspapers which print the advertisements 
of these swindlers, they are represented 
here. They have committed crimcs in 
printing these advertisements, and I want 
to say here and now that I will prosecute 
such swindlers and such papers as long us 
they continue to break the law. These 
ee have got mad at me—let them 
get mad. And some of your bankers! They 
have found time to sell you these worthless 
tickets. They are mad; for this society 
has put its foot on these swindlers, also. 
This is the precious crowd that would have 
roe hate me. I know them, and I am after 
them.’’ 

The speaker had advanced to the very 
edge of the platform and glared about over 
the turbulent throng with anger and de- 
termination in every feature. he defiance 
in his voice attracted the crowd and there 
was less turmoil. The noise eraduely. 
ceased and the acute moment was past. He 
continued: 


HIS WAR ON VICE: 


“There is the third class of persons hiss- 
ing here, and this class I do not object to 
for the reason that they are respectable 
men and women honestly mistaken. They 
have in mind that book that I wrote years 
ago, Now, about that book.

‘Look at this,’’ he shouted to the audi- 
ence. ‘‘Look upon his face. I think I 
know those features. [ fear no criticism 
from a decent Jew. But these cadets of 
Allen Street! I would strangle them if 1 
could.’”’ / 

From the outside could be heard again 
the hoots and jeers of the crowd gathered

in the street. This crowd was being 
charged by the lice. 
“Listen to the hoodlums,’’ said the 


speaker, “ Listen to the cadets and thieves 
and swindlers! Those are the people who 
would have you hate me. hen wrote 
that book that some of you object to it 
was the days of the ward heelers. It is 
still the day of the ward heeler, but you 
have improved since then. I admit that I 
may have gone too far at that time in my 
description, but I want you to know that 
whatever [ may haye said then I have 
steadfastly stood for the east side. There 
is a platform broad enough for us all. I 
am not a Jew hater.”’ 

Mr. Moss then concluded his appeal with 
the cheers largely predominating over the 
hisses. At the conclusion of the meeting a 
crowd of fully 3,000 persons gathered out- 
side expecting there woul be_ trouble 
when Mr. Moss emerged from the hall. 
There was a roar of cheers afd hisses when 
he appeared, and a great crowd followed 
him until he took the car at Canal Street. 


FIREWORKS EXPLODE 
AND CAUSE DISASTER. 


One Man Killed, Another Has His Arm 
Torn Off, and Third One’s 
Head Is Cut. 


One man was instantly killed, another 
had his right arm torn off, and a third ‘was 
hurt about the head as a result of a pre- 
mature explosion of firéworks by the St. 
Vincent’s Society of Brooklyn at Hudson 
Avenue and Prospect Street shortly seein 
midnight last night. 

The sotiety has been, having a two-days’ 
celebration, of which the public display of 
fireworks was the culmination. “A great 
“crowd had gathered to see the show, the 
final effect of which was to have been 
six large bombs fired simultaneously into 
the air. 

Annale Agnella, twenty-five years old, of 
363 Metropolitan Avenue had been engaged 
to discharge the fireworks. For the last 
piece he used a mortar which had been ex- 
temporized from a section of iron gas main. 
This was a cylinder about three feet long 
by six inches in diameter. The bombs had 
been loaded and the crowd gathered closer, 
and Agnella came forward with the match 
in hand. He applied it, but instead of the 
beautiful illumination in the air there was 
a stunning explosion, and the iron pipe flew 
in sections in all directions. 

One fragment struck Agnella in the 
breast and ‘went through his heart. He 
tell dead before the éyes of the hundreds 
of spectators who finmediately fled crylng 

out with terror. 

Another fragmerit went through the side 
of the house, 187 Hudson Avenue. It went 
up through the floor, and then took a 
backward course out of the rear of the 
building. On the way through it struck 

Thomas McKenna, an ex-policeman who 
had been watching the show. He was bad- 
ly cut about the head. 

Frank Selino of 124 Hudson Avenue was 
in the front ranks of the spectators. His 
right arm was torn off by another frag- 
ment. Selino was taken to-the Brooklyn 
Hospital, but McKenna preferred to stay 
home after his wounds had been dressed 
by the same ambulance surgeon, 


RAILROAD WILL BURN OIL. 


Southern Pacific Locomotives to be 
Equipped to Consume the Beau- 
mont Product.

AUSTIN, Texas, July 23.—W. G. Van 
Vieck, manager of the Southern Pacific 
Transportation Department, who was here 
to-day, said that arrangements are oecing 
perfected as rapidly as possible for the use 
of Beaumont oil for fuel in all the locomo- 
tives of the Southern Pacific system. 
It is purposed to first equip the idcomo- 
tives operating on the division between New 
Orleans and Houston with the new fuei, 
and when this has been done, the locomo- 
tives running between Houston and San 


Antonio will be likewise equipped. The 
company is also prepare to use oil in the 
sooemoe ves on all the divisions west of Ll 

aso. 
Already oil is being used on about 900 
miles of the system in California. _.Two 
hundred thousand barrels of the Beaumont 
oil have been shipped to Phoenix, Ariz., 
where it was placed in storage tanks. The 
company is Dering its own oil wells in the 
Beaumont field. It is estimated that thes 
wells will furnish more than enough oi! 
for all of the locomotives on the whole 
Southern Pacific system. 
The company is also constructing four 
large oil storage tanks, each with a ca- 
pacity of more than 1,250,000 gallons. These 
tanks are situated at Houston, Beaumont, 
Lafayette, and Algiers. Later tanks will be 
erected at San Antonio, El Paso, and points 
west of there. 











CARRIED DEAD BABY ON A CAR. 


Mother Talks to Little One as If It 
Was Alive to Avert Suspicion. \

PLAINFIELD, N. J., July 23.—Mrs. Owen 
Frainee of Westfield, while holding her 
infant child, about eleven;months old, at 
Boynton Beach yestérday, discove: that 
t was dead. Fearing that she would not

DEWEY TO PRESIDE. 

In asking for a court of inquiry Admiral 
Schley goes counter to the advice of many 
of his friends, who claim that he cannot 
expect fair treatment from a court appoint- 
ed by Rear Admiral Crowninshield and 
under thé influence of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation. Nevertheless, there is reason to 
believe that Admiral Schley acts wisely in 
making this decision.

THE COURT’S FUNCTIONS. 

A court of inquiry differs from a court- 
martial in that it has no power to inflict a 
sentence. It is organized simply for the 
purpose of investigating questions of fact, 
but it has ample authority to make the 
inquiry complete and exhaustive. The naval 
regulations say courts of inquiry “ shall 
have power to summon witnesses, adminis- 
ter oaths, and punish contempts in the 
same manner as courts-martial, but they 
shall only state facts, and shall not give 
their opinion unless expressly required so to 
do in the order for convening.” 

An important officer of the court will be 
the Judge Advocate and Recorder, who in- 
terrogates the witnesses. 
will undoubtedly take unusual eare in the 
selectjon of this official, who may be 
chosen from the list of Captains who par- 
ticlpated with Dewey in the Manila battle. 
The sessions of the court undoubtedly will 
be open, although its members have the 
right to prevent this. There is no appeal 
from the decision of the court as to the 
exclusion or admission of testimony, ques- 
tions arising as to the relevancy or propri- 
ety of which are invariably decided behind 
closed doors.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The Post to-

had killed his sister, that would have been 
murder.

“The Commonwealth has shown that this 
young woman was killed by some one; has 
shown that she was killed by a bullet, and 
has taken great pains to show that she was 
killed by a bullet from a revolver held very 
close to her breast.

Mr. Joyner then spoke of the fact that the 
defendant had had no opportunity. before 
coming to this trial of knowing any of the 
evidence against him. 

“But we knew,” he said, “ that she had 
been killed by a bullet from a revolver held 
by a man directly in front of her. We had 
imagined that the Government would claim

TWO POLICEMEN BEATEN. 


They Attempt to Stop a Prizefight and 
Are Assaulted—One Man Shot. 
Two policemen were badly beaten and one 
man shot in a riot growing out of an at- 
tempt by Policeman Thomas C, Flynn to 
break up a bare-knuckle prizefight in the 
blacksmith’s shop at 204 Hester Street yes- 
terday afternoon. The fighters are believed 
to have been John Cucco, alias ‘“ Kid” 
Griffo, of 242 Mulberry Street, and Paul 

Kelly of 315 East Twenty-fifth Street. 

Flynn went into the blacksmith's shop 
alone, and was set upon and beaten. Po- 
liceman Weigand of the same station went 
to his aid, and was also beaten before the 
arrival of the reserves, who were hastily 
summoned. As they were going to the 
station house with three prisoners a shot 
was fired in a little group at Grand and 
Mott Streets, and Paul Kelly was found 
lying with a bullet in his right side. His 
wound, however, proved not serious, and 
neither of the pekoonss had to go to the 
hospital, though their uniforms were en- 
tirely ruined, 

Leopold Sieno, twenty-seven years old, 
of 208 Elm Street, was arrested on a charge 
of shooting Kelly, who himself was heid 
on a charge of breaking Sieno’s nose and 
with being a principal in the fight. 


CUBAN RECIPROCITY TREATY. 


One Being Prepared to be Acted On 
as Soon as Cuban Government 
Is Formed. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Efforts ure be- 
ing made constantly by United States au- 
thorities to hurry the Cubans {yn the for- 
mation of their Government, so that reci- 
procity trade negotiations may be begun. 
Already an expert is at work preparing a 
schedule of exports and imports between 
the United States and Cuba, This work 
has progressed so far that it is said to be 
evident that a most advantageous reci- 
procity treaty to both the United States 
and Cuba can be made. 

When the Cuban Commissioners were 
here, President McKinley urged them to 
make all possible speed in the formation 
of their Government, so that he could ap- 
point Commissioners to negotiate sych a 
treaty. The fate of the treaties that have 
been negotiated under the Dingley act has 
made many officials of the Government 
skeptical as to the ratification of a Cuban 
treaty. 


LIGHTNING’S WORK IN FLORIDA. 


Struck a Church, Stunned the Priest, 
Fired the Building, and Caused 
a Panic.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 23.—News 
reaches here from San Antonio, Fla., of a 
terrific electric storm at that town. Serv- 
ices were in progress at the time, in the 
Catholic Church. This church was struck 
by lightning and partly wrecked. Father 
Benedict, who was in the confessional at 
the time, was knocked unconscious. It was 
first believed that he was dead.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 23,—Four ‘persons, 
believed to be members of the Bender fam- 
ily, accused of committing a score of mur- 
ders at their home near Galena, Kan., 
twenty years ago, are believed to have been 
located near Fort Collins, Col., and Gov, 
Stanley has issued requisition papers on 
the Governor of Colorado for their return to 


this State. 
The first steps toward bringing the sus- 


pects to Kansas were taken upon the repre- 
sentations of Frank Ayres of Fort Collins, 


who says that one of the quartet, Kate

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PORTO RICAN FREE TRADE 


Proclamation Declaring It Will Be 
Issued To-morrow. 








Notification of Civil Government With- 
held that Revenues Might Go for 
the Island’s Benefit. 


/ ‘ 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Free trade be- 
tween the United States and Porto Rico 
wiu be proclaimed Thursday. Attorney 
General Knox is preparing the proclama- 
tions. Two will be issued, the first declar- 
ing the establishment of civil government 
in Porto Rico and the second the establish- 
ment of free trade between the United 
States and the island. 

Although civil government has existed for 
many months, Goy. Allen, up to the time 
he went to Canton on Sunday, purposely 


withheld the formal notification of that 
fact from the President, in order that the 
moneys collected under the Foraker act 
might not be pe at the disposal of the 
Porto Rican egislature, but could couon- 
tinue to be used for the benefit of the isl- 
and under the direction of the President. 


TO SUCCEED GOV. ALLEN. 


William H. Hunt, Now Secretary of 
Porto Rico, Selected to Take His 
Superior’s Place. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—William H. 
Hunt, the present Secretary of Porto Rico, 
has been selected to succeed Gov: Charles 
H. Allen, upon the retirement of the latter 
from the insular Government. Gov, “Allen 
brought with him to Boston all of his 
household effects when he came from San 
Juan, and he does not expect to return to 
Porto Rico. The formal announcement of 
the selection of Mr, Hunt is withheld until 
the regular appointment is made, and this 


gannot be before the expiration of the leave 
of Gov. Allen, next September. 





William H. Hunt was born in New Or- 
leans, La., Noy, 5, 1857, and is the fourth 
son of the late William Henry Hunt of 
Louisiana, who was Secretary of the Navy 
in the Cabinets of Presidents Garfield and 
Arthur, and Minister to Russia. Mr. Hunt 
received his education at Yale, but on ac- 
count of ill-health did not finish his course. 
In 1896 Yale conferred upon him the honor- 
ary degree of Master of Arts. When he 
was gta aren years of age he became 
Attorne eneral of the Territory of Mon- 
tana. e subsequently moved to Helena, 
and in 1888 was elected a member of the 
Legislature, where he served as Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee. He was a 
member of the Constitutional Convention 
in 1884, which framed the Constitution of 
the State when it was admitted to the 
Union, and also held important judiciary 
positions in Montana, 

When Gov. Allen went to Porto Rico Mr. 
Hunt was requested by President McKinley 
to become Secretary of the island and to as- 
sist Gov. Allen in organizing the new civil 
Government. 


TO SETTLE FRIAR QUESTION. 


An Announcement as to How It Will Be 
Done Expected Soon from 


Washington. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—Before many 


days the Administration will. make an an- 
nouncement concerning the friar problem 
in the Philippine Islands, It is not likely 
that anything official will be given out be- 
fore the 26th of this month, when Cardinal 
Gibbons expects to be in Baltimore to take 
part in the annual retreat of the Baltimore 
priests, Cardinal Gibbons may come to 
Washington about that time, or he may 
communicate with President McKinley and 
Secretary Hay by letter. 

It is-understood here that Cardinal Gib- 
bons returned from his trip to Rome armed 
with authority from Pope Leo XIII. to take 
measures in co-operation with our military 


authorities for the settlement of the friar 
troubles. Attachés of the Papal. Legation 
here think that the friars are to be deport- 
ed, It is understood that the rights of the 
Church in the vast rig od holdings of the 
friars’ orders will be respected; but there 
will be different trustees, and the trust will 
be administered for the benefit of popular 
education in the islands. There are many 
details in the business still to be worked 
out, and those who are best qualified to 
give information are not yet ready to talk. 

The friar problem has been one of the 
most vexing and delicate in, the Philippines. 
The President and the State Department 
have been working in harmony with Arch- 
bishop Chappelle, who went to Manila in 
person and for the purpose of mens a 
complete investigation. Assisting Bis op 
Chappelle are Archbishop Ireland of St. 
Paul and Cardinal Gibbons, upon whom fell 
the task of presenting the matter to the 
Pope. 


RETRENCHMENT AT MANILA. 


Reports Show Saving of $3,000 Daily in 
One Department of the Army. 


MANILA, July 23.—The reports submit- 
ted to Adjt. Gen. Corbin by Major James 
B. Aleshire, in charge of the Water Trans- 
portation Department of the army at Ma- 
nila, show the saving of $3,000 daily for 
the last three months. Since Major Ale- 
shire took change of this department, the 
number of vessels chartered by the Gov- 
ernment as transports, &c., has been re- 
duced from ten to five, and the lighters 
and launches chartered by the Government 
have been reduced by one-half. The cun- 
centration of the American troops under 
three brigades at Manila, Dagupan, Tioilo, 
or Cebu will further reduce the army's 
need of launches. 

It is expected, in view of this economy, 
to operate some transports direct between 
Manila and New York. Gen. Corbin recom- 
mends the use of two of the fastest trans- 

orts in a monthly mail service between 
Ban Francisco and Manila, to insure quick 


handling of the mails, 








Customs CoHector for Philippines, 
\wASHINGTON, July 23.—W. Morgan 
Shuster has been appointed Collector of 
Customs for the Philippines, and will leave 
here for Manila to-morrow. For two years 


he was Deputy Collector in Cuba, and his 
work has so impressed Secretary Root that 
he was selected for this more important 
duty. He is twenty-five years old, and a 
resident of this city. - 


Goes to Manila for Mr. Root. 
WASHINGTON, July 28,—Secretary Root 
has appointed Charles A. Conant Special 


Commissioner of the War Department to 
investigate the state of coinage and bank- 
ing in the Philippines and report to the 
Secretary of ar recommendations for 
remedial legislation.

IN LONG ISLAND CITY

wo owns the saloon near the Broadway 
Ferry in Brooklyn. There are other piaces 
that are being opened up every day, and 
if they keep up this game Long Island 
City will soon be overrun with poolrooms,”’ 

‘What revenue is derived each week 
from these gambling places by the people 
who give them protection? ’”’ 

‘“‘I guess there are more than a dozen 
poolrooms, and they yield about $3,000 a 
week. There are other gambling places 
hag have to pay higher tariff for protec- 

on.”’ 

The reporter boarded a crowded trolley 
car on the Ravenswood line which goes.up 
Vernon Avenue to see where the gamblers 
would go. On the car were all kinds of 
bettors. There was the well-dressed busi- 
ness man sitting alongside of the colored 
racetrack tout. A large majority of the 
crowd seemed to be those who frequent 
the Manhattan poolrooms and who by rea- 
son of the raids of the Committee of Fif- 
teen have been kept away from gambling 
in Manhattan. Dope sheets were in their 
hands, and they kept studying and figur- 
ing on the printed slips. When the _ car 
reached Buschman’s Old Ravenswood Park 
and Rifle range, a man with a show of 
humor yelled out: 

‘‘ All out for Muggs Landing.”’ 

The crowd laughed at this sally, but they 
hurried away with their dope sheets in 
hand to place bets. On the car was an In- 
spector of the Street Cleaning Department 
of the Borough of Queens. He said: 

“ Newman's place is the best. You see 
that bunch getting off the car there; they'll 
aH come up to Newman's. This picking 
winners is hard business, but it is casier 
than cleaning streets." 

The place recommended by the city offi- 
cial as the best in Queens is ‘situated in 
a big structure surrounded by open lots. 
A front house is built of brick, in the 
basement of which there is a saloon kept 
by a phlegmatic German. The sigm on 
the front of the saloon shows the name 
Doehmke. . 

In the rear of the saloon is a large 
dancing pavilion, and this was crowded 
with men. Across the end of the nall was 
a picture of Alpine scenery.

There was the 
same shouting by the men in charge to in- 
duce the crowd to make their bets early, 
and the same details were carried out of 
announcing the start and the positions of 
the horses in each race run at Brighton and 
Hawthorne. 

Another poolroom visited was in a much 
more pretentious locality. It is located 
back of Peter Hart's large hotel, near 
Calvary Cemetery. Crowds of mourners 
were thronging in and out of the hotel, 
which is a large, well-built, well-kept 
structure, Many funeral coaches kept ar- 
riving and departing. The poolroom is sit- 
uated so that the entrance is through the 
carriage shed of the hotel. 

There were about a score of people look- 
ing at the placard and preparing to make 
bets when a NEw YorK TIMES reporter ar- 
rived. A funeral corse had just passed 
when a trolley car full of gamblers came 
up. They went through to the gambling 
room and soon were busy making bets, 
The poolroom ig in the shape of an “L,” 
The cashier’s window and the place where 
all bets were made are located in the wing,

District Attorney Merrill did call up the 
First District City Magistrate’s Court, but 
as it was 10 minutes after 4 o'clock, all the 
officials had gone home. 

Another attempt was made to have Dis- 
trict Attorney Merrill call up Police Cap- 
tain Woods and tell him of the violations 
of the law which had occurred yesterday 
afternoon. He declined, saying that he 
had no power over the lice and could not 
order them to do anything. He also said 
that there was no police officer or de- 
tective attached to the District Attorney’s 
office of Queens County who could be 
used to secure evidence against poolrooms. 


BOROUGH POLICE AUTHORITIES. 


The Borough of Queens is in the Eleventh 
Inspection District of the Police Depart- 
ment, and is under the control of Inspector 
Thomas J. Murphy. Inspector Clayton is 
in direct charge of the inspection district, 
and he is responsible for the police in the 
borough ascertaining if gambling is going 
on. 

Inspector Clayton, under the old _ police 
law, was Deputy Chief of Police of Queen's 
County. He was at one time Captain of 
Police at Coney Island. The place was 
run wide open during his régime. 

Inspector Clayton was transferred from 
Coney Island MB pressure brought to 
bear by Hugh McLaughlin. Clayton re- 
ceived the backing of Chief of Police Devery 
and he was retransferred to the island. 
This led to a declaration of open war on 
Chief Devery by the Brooklyn Democratic 
leader, who declared that Clayton was the 
agent of Devery at Coney Island and that 
some police officials were collecting large 
sums of money by blackmailing the concert 
halls, dives, and other places. After a bit- 
ter fight Inspector Clayton was transferred 
to the Inspectorship which he now holds. 

Capt. Woods, who is in charge of the old 
Second Precinct of Long Island City, in 
which are located nearly all the gambling 
places, Was seen by a NEW YORK TIMES 
reporter last evening. Capt. Woods said 
that he did not know of any gambling 
places being open. 

“Tf information {s brought to you show- 
ing that these poolrooms are running wide 
open, what action will you take?” asked 
the reporter. 

“IT will see that they are closed up. I 
will carry out my duty as a police official,’ 
was the reply. 

‘* Have any complaints been made to you 
about poolrooms? " 

‘*No, I have not received a single com- 
plaint except the complaint about Cook’s 
place down in the old car stable, aid that 
was raided and closed up.”’ 

‘If complaints are made to you, will 
you make raids on these places? ”’ 

‘“Judge Bartlett once told me never to 
make a raid until I get the evidence against 
a place. It isn’t the raid. It’s the convic- 
tion of the person charged with the crime 
which should be the end in view. Ali these 
people ranaiee the poolrooms kiow my 
men, and if they went around there théy 
wouldn’t get much evidence. I’ve had to 
send to Brooklyn to get policemen to col- 
aay, a against some places I have 
raided. 


“IT’S A LIE!” SAYS COL. MURPHY 


Police Commissioner Denies that Long 
Isiand City Poolrooms Are Do- 
ing Business Openly. 

Police Commissioner Michael C. Murphy 
Was seen last night at bis Summer home, 
the Campbell cottage, at Jarvis Lane and 
Broadway, Far Rockaway. He appeared to 
be incredulous and displeased when the 
condition of affairs at Long Island City, 
as ascertained by members of the staff of 
Tue NEw YORK TIMES, was related to him. 
“It's a He!” he exclaimed. “I have 
every evidence from Inspector Clayton, 
who has charge of the Queens County dis- 
trict, that such a condition of affairs does 


not exist.” 
“But such conditions, Commissioner, 
were found to exist by reporters for THE 


TIMeEs.” 

“T don’t care. They may have worked 
their way into some places and got a false 
impression. There is no open pool selling in 
Long Island City as you state. In other 
words, if there is any pool selling it is not 
open, but in the nature of handbook busi- 


ness, and not done with doors wide open, I 
state this as a fact. I'll go further. Let 
one of your men who says he saw these 
places in operation name an hour and be 
at my office at that hour and I'll have In- 
specter Clayton there, and if he is given 
the evidence he'll get the pool sellers. But 
he must know where the places are.”’ 

The attention of the Commissioner was 
called to the fact that a couple of weeks 
ago THE Times directed attention to the 
pool selling at Long Island City, and the 
result was that the gamblers abandoned 
the places next day and went to * The Old 
Inn,” in East Thirty-third Street, Man- 
hattan. 

“Oh, yes, IT know that,’’ remarked Col. 
Murphy. “ These places open and close 
very aulckiy. 

“The pool men themselves say, Colonel, 
that they pay for police protection in Long 
Island City. The figure named is $235 for 
each place per week.”’ 

“Who did they pay it to? You don't 
know? I'd be glad to get evidence on this, 
and would go to any length to get it, Le- 
gitimate newspaper men in such a case, 
according to my view, should make afti- 
davits of facts and put them in the hands 
ot the police authorities. They’d do it if 
they were responsible newspaper men.” 


MISERIES OF EXCURSIONISTS.

When they were 
all off I attempted to get ~ but the 
purser pushed me back saying“I would have 
to go to the other dock, The gangplank 
was left down for forty-five minutes, but 
he would not allow any one to go aboard. 
Women with children in their arms walked 


down the string piece only to be turned 
back to stand out in the broiling sun till 
the Gen. Slocum had pulled up to the other 
dock. Then ney were all put outside of 
the gates till she was made fast to the 
dock 


As soon as the gates were opened the 
crowd pushed their way through, tramplin 
over children and old people in their ma 
effort to get on. There are but two ticket 
takers at the gangplank entrance, and, 
with the aid of a policeman, they kept the 

eople back ifi order to get their tickets. 
The vile language that was used by some 
of the men and women who were being 
pushed by the throng behind them was 
something fearful. Young children were

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MORE WORKERS OUT 
IN THE TAILORS’ STRIKE 


Five Thousand Girls Join the Ranks 
of the Strikers. 








SOME MANUFACTURERS YIELD 





Their Offer to Settle with the Union 
Accepted—Shops Employing 10,- 
000 Persons to Open. 





The strike fever Which has been raging 
in the tailors’ shops of New York and Brook- 
lyn and Brownsville since Sunday spread 
to Bayonne, N. J., and Astoria, L. L., yes- 
terday. In Bayonne about 1,000 garment 
workers went on strike, and 5,000 left their 
work in Astoria, the demands in both 
places to be agreed on to-day. During yes- 
terday afternoon the Overcoat and Sack- 
coat Makers’ Union ordered a strike, and 
sent delegates to the Garment Workers’ 
Trade Council, which was meeting at 374 
Grand Street, to inform the Council of the 


fact. This brings out about 2,000 more 
sarment workers in the Greater New 


York, adding to a list of workers on strike 
in the clothing trades which has broken ali 
records in the numbers involved. The over- 
coat and sackcoat makers. established 
headquarters at 66 Sheriff Street. 

While the Garment Workers’ Trade Coun- 
cil was in session a girl came as a repre- 
sentative of the women’s branch of the 
Brotherhood of Tailors, whose members 
were thrown out of work by the strike. 
She announced that all the girls, about 5,000 
in number, who had been thrown out of 
work by the strike, had declared them- 
selves as on strike also. Later T. J. 
Cronchley, Treasurer of the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America, which has in- 
dorsed the strike, came and was closeted 
with the Garment Workers’ Council. 

When he came out it was learned that 
Max Ernst, a manufacturer representing 
thirty-one large clothing manufacturers in 
New York, had attended a meeting of the 
Executive Council of the United Garment 
Workers in the Bible House late on Mon- 
day night to protest against the strike. He 
said that his firm and the thirty other firms 
he represented had paid union wages, and 
yet their employes had closed their shops 
without warning. The United Garment 
Workers were represented at the confer- 
ence by Henry White, General Secretary; 
T. J. Cronchley, B. Schweitzer, August 
Hertfelder, and Joseph Goldberg. .Dele- 
gates were also present from ail the gar- 
ment workers’ unions involved in the strike. 

Atter some discussion Mr. Ernst agreed 
on behalf of himself and the other manu- 
facturers “to be responsible for the con- 
tractors paying the operators on the con- 
dition of the strike being declared off in 
their shops. Later he had a consultation 
with these other firms and sent a letter to 
Mr. White, declaring that the strike was 
most unjust. The leaderg were asked to 
declare off the strike as far as these 31 
firms, who employ about 750 contractors, 
were concerned, The letter continued: 

‘We agree to give bonds that the con- 
tractor will pay his hands weekly wages, 
pay days for the coat tailors to be on Irri- 
day of each week. Twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice should be given to us prior to that day 
by the Chairmen of the several shops. The 
trousers and vegt tailors are to be paid on 
Tuesday. 

“We further agree not to give work to 
— who work more then ten hours per 

“ By giving this your calm consideration, 
you will find the. justice of our demand, 
and in consequence thereof we expect that 
our shops will be open not later than to- 
morrow.” . 

The letter was signed by a committee 
consisting of Max Ernst, A. C. Levi, and 
Schattman Brothers. It was taken to the 
Garment Workers’ Council, which agreed to 
the terms. .An agreement embodying the 
articles: printed in yesterday’s NEw York 
TiMps will be. signed by the thirty-one 
firms to-day, and to-morrow all the shops, 
Seesoring 10,000 coat and.vest tailors, will 
be opened. 

The striking tailors considered this break 
in the strike a great victory yesterday. 
Treasurer. Croffehley was asked why his 
organization had indorsed the strike when 
Mr, White, the General Secretary, before 
the strike took place made a statement de- 
claring against one. 

‘“*Mr. White did not think the strike ad- 
visable,” replied Mr. Cronchley, ‘‘ but as 
long as they did strike it is the duty of the 
re garment wernt, with which the 
various unions are affiliated t 
the strike.”’ pen 

The United Garment Workers’ organiga- 
tion is one of the National bodies affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor. 
Mr. Cronchley was asked if the Federation 
would support the strike. 

‘It has not been asked,” he said, ‘“‘ and 
will not be asked unless it is absolutely 
necessary. If the strike should last long 
enough to make it necessary it will have 
the support of the Federation,” 

The strikers in their demands do not ask 
any increase of wages. The principal arti- 
cle in the agreement is one securing them 
against erates contractors by the man- 
ufacturers agreeing to be responsible for 
the wages. 

Meetings of the strikers Avere held in 
various places yesterday and were ad- 
dressed by Joseph Barondess, founder of 
the Cloakmakers’ Union. Great pressure 
has been brought on Barondess to become 
the leader of the strike, but he has refused 
all offers of the kind. The vest makers 
held a_mass meeting in Liberty Hall, 257 
East Houston Street, which was attended 
bv about 1,000 girl strikers. 

The announcement that thirty-one manu- 
facturers had agreed to settle with the 
union and give bonds that_the wages would 
be paid by their contractors was made at 
several meetings, and was received with 
cheers, Among these firms are Samuel 
Gumpert & Co., Schiller & Greenthal, Max 
Ernst, H. B. Stern & Sons, Heller; Roths- 
child & Lang, J. & H. Schattman, A. Ja- 
cobs’ Son & Co...Ehrman & Stern, and the 
S-eperanive Clothing Company of Brook- 
yn. 

The Garment Workers’ Council arranged 
for a mass meeting in Cooper Union to- 
morrow night instead of in Madison Square 
Garden. Eugene V. Debs will address the 
strikers if his sogneomente permit of his 
coming. Samuel re has heen asked 
to speak, but it is said he is not sufficient- 
ly recovered from his late accident to come 
to this city. 


STRIKERS TO BE ENJOINED. 


American Sheet Steel Company Will Ap- 


peal to Courts—Trouble Still 
Feared at Wellsville. 
PITTSBURG, July 28.—The combine 


forces have decided to carry the strike into 
the courts. It is learned to-night that 
Judge P. M. Smith of Wellsville, Ohio, has 
been retained by Persifor F. Smith, district 
manager of the American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany, to prepare papers for presentation 
within a few days to a Federal court ask- 
ing for a restraining order to stop strikers 
from accosting or in any way molesting 
non-union men on the highways. The move 


promises a crisis in the strike, thus far one 
of watchfulness and waiting. 

Judge Smith spent the day here with 
Manager Smith, and. the starting of the 
Wellsville and McKeesport plants were dis- 
cussed in detail. 

The application for an injunction may be 
tnade in the United States District Court 
and at first will apply only. to Wellsville, 
but it is believed the plan is to pursue sim- 
ilar tactics at McKeesport and other places 
where necessary. 

Accittang to strike leaders, the officials 
of the Wellsville Mill are apparently seek- 
ing to bring on an open conflict in order to 
invoke the aid of the Sheriff's deputies and, 
if possible, the militia. Earnest and re- 
newed warnings have been sent to the strik- 
ers to remain cool and keep within the law. 

There was much indignation among the 
strikers to-day over a report that Mayor 
A. P. Dennis had called two strikers be- 
fore him and forbidden them to talk to men 
on the way to the mills in the effort to 
keep them from going to work. Vice 
President Chappell of the aigamat:d 
Association immediately sought the Mayor 
and asked him what he meant by trying to 
abridge the rights of free speech. “Mayor 
Dennis denied that he had forbidden the 
strikers to talk, and said: 

“What I did say to the men was that 
members of the association must not take 
hold of any man’s coat and hold him 
while talking to him. I told them it was 
better to go to a man’s house and talk to 
him than to gather a crowd on the street.” 

The reports from McKeesport are of a 
quieting nature, and no exciting incidents 
are looked for at present at that poitit.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 23.—Constitu- 
tion. beat Columbia 5 minutes and 16 sec- 
onds in the .twenty-eight-mile squadron 
run of the New York Yacht Club from 
Eaton’s Point Buoy to Luddington Rock, 
off this town, to-day. The race of the big 
sloops was in no sense a lest of their real 
merits, as light airs and frequent calms 
turned the race into a drifting match until 
the cup yachts were nearly at the end of 
their journey, when with a nérthwesterly 
shift it freshened and sent the latter craft 
for the line with something of a move on. 

Irritating calms and a thin and fluky 
breeze often caused all classes in the race 
to change their relative positions, and rear- 
ward boats were fanned down once more to 
@ place among the leaders by some vagrant 
wind. 

Royal Phelps Carroll’s yawl Navahoe 
again beat both Ailsa and Vigilant by large 
margins, and Vigilant, who has been so 
successful in her races with the British 
boat, trailed in behind her by more than 
five minutes. Commodore Lewis Cass Led- 
yard’s schooner Corona carried off the hon- 
ors with a high hand in Class B, while 
Quissetta led.the class of fighting seventy- 
five-footers by nearly eighteen minutes. 

Humma was an easy winner in the 51- 
foot sloops, and the Hester had nothing to 
worry her from the British cutters when 
the finish line drew near. 

Although Constitution finished nearly a 


mile ahead of Columbia, twice: during the 
day did the champion of 1899 overhaul and 
pass her, but when Constitution passed her 
for the.third time it was for keeps and 
she gradualiy drew away until long before 
Luddington Rock hove in view the latter 
boat’s victory had been discounted. 


THE SPECIAL MATCH RACES, 


Besides the races in the regular classes 
to-day, there were several special matches 
up for decision, and the auxiliaries made, 


or attempted to make, their debut as sail- 
ing craft, forswearing the 2id of steam asa 
means of locomotion. In the auxiliary class 
there was a match on between the brigan- 
tines Lady Godiva, Enterprise, and Sata- 
nella, and another between the three-mast- 
ed topsail schooner Intrepid and The Idler. 

The auxiliaries in the light air soon be- 
gan to give up the struggle, and toward 
evening most of them had returned to the 
heresy of steam. At the start ail were 
badly handicapped, and Idler was only just 
clawing for the line when the press tug 
started off after the rest of the fleet. The 
sloops Hildegarde, Bedouin, and Wenonah 
also had a special match, as did the schoon- 
érs Shamrock, Katrina, Latona, Loyal, and 
Wayward. 

Quite a good northwesterly breeze was 
owas during the early morning hours, 
but it began to drop out, and by the time 
signs of activity wa@re apparent in the fleet 
at anchor in Huntington Bay it had fallen 
away to almost nothing. 

Capt. William Butler Duncan was out in 
his launch at an early hour circling about 
Constitution and inspecting her. e said 
in her race for the Commodore’s Cup on 
last- Monday she had parted two strands of 
her wire bobstay as she turned the wind- 
Ward mark and was on this account unable 
to carry her big jibtopsail on the reach 
home on that day. Capt. Duncan did not 
know the cause of the strands parting, but 
as another bobstay was in stock no incon- 
venience was experienced in the race of 
to-day. 

The signal to get under way was given 
from the flagship Corona at 10 o'clock, and 
the big fleet began to move out to the 
starting line, which lay between the com- 
mittee’s yacht Reverie and Eaton's Point 
Buoy. The preparatory signal was given 
at 11:05. at which time the wind was east- 
erly and very light. The tide was running 
west. Their course was north by east half 
east from the starting line to. Luddington 
Rock. The start for the single masted ves- 

ls and yawWis was given at 11:15, and the 
cutter Eelin‘’ was first over at 11:16:00; then 
came the big yawh. Ailsa at 11:16:15; the 
Hester at 11:16:50, the Rainbow at 
11:17:02, Navahoe at 11:18:00, Allair at 
31:18:48, Athene at 11:19:35, Vigilant, Hum- 
ma, and Isoldé were badly handicapped, 
and _ many others found it hard to cross, 
as the tide set them back and the light a:r 
made them nearly helpless and unable to 
make steerage way. All the yacht crossed 
close hauled on the starboard tack and 
laid their course for the mark. 

The schooners were sent away at 11:20, 
andthe Quissetta got over the line at 
11:24:08. She was the only one of many 
there who escaped a handicap. Then came 
the start for the Constitution and Columbia 
at 11:35. Constitution crossed at 11:35:30 
to windward, with Columbia under her lee 
at 11:35:40. As soon as they crossed the 
line Barr gave Columbia a hard pull and 
she romped right out through Constitu- 
tion’s lee and began to draw away from 
her. Constitution at this juncture had to 
luff out by a schooner in order to clear her, 
which occurrence benefited Columbia still 
more. Soon after this Constitution began 
to crawl up on Columbia, and soon the 
two sloops were about abeam. Constitu- 
tion gradually pulled ahead, and an hour 
after the start was still in the weather 
berth and slightly ahead of Columbia. At 
this time Constitution was carrying a baby 
Jibtopsail and forestaysail. Columbia had a

RACING FOR THE CANADA CUP. 


The Yacht Milwaukee Won Third Trial 
Over Triangular Course. 
CHICAGO, July 23.—The yacht Milwaukee 
crossed the line first to-day in the third 
trial race for the Canada Cup. Her victory 
was complete, as she led over the finishing 
line by over two minutes and beat the Cad- 


illac and Illinois by about six minutes. 

The race to-day was over a triangular 
course twenty-one miles in length, each leg 
of the course being seven miles. The wind 
blew at eight miles from the east-north- 
east, ad during the latter part of the race 
increased to twelve miles. 

The start to-day was not as even as that 
of yesterday, when the boats went over the 
line at the same second. When the start- 
ing gun was fired, the Milwaukee, Cadillac, 
Detroit, and Illinois were close to the line, 
and, coming quickly about, they went over 
with but a few seconds between them.

JUMPED FROM THE 
BRIDGE TO DEATH. 


A Man Who Could Not Be Identified 


Leaps from the Brooklyn Struct- 
ure and Sinks. 


A man whose identity could not be 
learned leaped to death early last evening 
from the Brooklyn Bridge into the East 
River. The man struck the water directly 
in front of a steamboat passing up the 
river, sank, and was seen no more. Those 
who saw the leap said that if the man rose 
again he must have been struck by the 
steamboat, which passed directly over the 
spot where he went down. 

The suicide or seeker after notoriety, 
whichever he was, was a man apparently 
about forty years old, five feet seven inches 
in height, and weighing about 135 pounds. 
He wore a black coat and trousers, and a 
much-worn gray fedora hat. The man had 
a smooth face and light hair. This de- 
scription of the jumper was given by 
Patrick McGovern, a conductor of Trolley 
Car 207 of the Brighton Beach line, The 
unknown was a passenger on this car, 
which was crossing the bridge from Brook- 
lyn to Manhattan, at about 6:30 o'clock. 

The man sat in a rear seat on the out- 
side and attracted no particular attention 


to himself until the car had reached a point 
on the bridge about 500 feet west of the 
Brooklyn tower. There the unknown sud- 
denly jumped from the car and dashed for 
the rail on the outer side of the roadway. 
Conductor McGovern ana severai of the 
men passengers on the car, divining the 
purpose of the man, leaped from the car 
and darted after him. They were too late, 
however, the man reaching the rail before 
them and climbing up on it. McGovern at- 
tempted to get hold of the man, but only 
succeeded in seizing his hat. 

‘**You can have the hat, but you can't 
have me,” shouted the unknown, as he 
leaped out into space. ; 

The man turned over and over in his 
swift descent, and struck the water sprawl- 
ingly and with a great splash. The steam- 
boat H. W. Whitney, going up stream at a 
good rate, was just passing under the 
bridge. The jumper struck the water about 
fifty feet ahead of the steamboat. 
about fifty feet ahead of the steamboat. 

Those on the boat apparently saw the 
man strike the water, as there was a sud- 
den blast from the Whitney’s whistle, but 
she was unable to stop or swerve from 
her course in time, and passed immedintely 
over the spot where the man went down. 
It was impossible to tell whether the 
steamboat struck the man or not, 

The tugboat Walter Tracy put out from 
the Brooklyn shore and steamed about the 
spot where the bridge jumper disappeared, 
the Captain and crew watching closely for 
the man to reappear. The jumper, how- 
ever, did not come to the surface again. 
Up to a late hour last night the Brook- 
ve, police had discovered no tracé of the

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DENIES OLD BELIEFS 
ABOUT TUBERCULOS! 


Dr. Koch Says Cattle Cannot In- 
fect Human Beings. 








LITTLE DANGER IN HEREDITY 


Chief Source of Contagion the Sputum 
of Consumptives — Belief that the 
Disease Can Be Stamped Out. 








LONDON, July 24.—The principal feature 
of yesterday’s session of the British Con- 
gress on Tuberculosis was Prof, Robert 
Koch’s paper, which was listened to with 
the deepest interest by a big gathering in 
St. James's Hall. 

Lord Lister, Professor of Surgery in.Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh Universities, and one 
of the British Vice Presidents of the con- 
gress, introduced the famous Berlin profes- 
sor to the assembly in a few very compli- 
mentary words. 

In the course of his address, Dr. Koch 
said his experiments had satisfied him that 
human tuberculosis and bovine tubercu- 
losis were radically different diseases. He 
had amply demonstrated that cattle could 
not be infected with human tuberculosis. 
The counter proposition, that “~human be- 
ings were not liable to infection from bo- 
vine tuberculosis, was harder to prove, 
owing to the difficulty of experimenting 
upon human subjects, but personally he 
was satisfied that it was the case. The 
professor recited at length post-mortem 
evidence supporting this belief. 

Dr. Koch said that if this point were 
conceded, it remained to determine the 
chief source of contagion. Human im- 
munity to bovine infection disposed of the 
belief in infection through dairy products, 
and he considered this source of danger so 
slight as to be unworthy of precautionary 
measures. Heredity was also an unim- 
portant factor in the transmission of tuber- 


culosis, though the contrary had long been 
believed. 

Dr. Koch said the chief source of danger 
lay in the sputum of consumptive patients, 
and a remedy was to be found in a law pre- 
venting the consumptive from throwing 
contagion about him. Several methods to 
this end were available. The surest of 
all would be isolation in sanitariums. This, 
unfortunately, was impracticable, but h 
strongly urged the establishment of special 
consumptive hospitals, the obligatory notifi- 
cation te the authorities of the existence 
of the disease, the disinfection of their 
quarters whenever consumptives changed 
their residence, and the dissemination of 
information to the people concerning the 
true nature of consumption as an aid in 
avoiding and combatting it. 

Dr. Koch highly complimented Dr. Her- 
man M. Biggs, pathologist and director of 
the bacteriological laboratories of the New 
York City Health Department, upon the re- 
pressive measures in regard to tuberculosis 
taken in New York City, where, he said, 
the mortality from tuberculosis had been 
reduced 35 per cent. since 1886. He recom- 
mended the system organized by Dr. Biggs 
in New York, to the study and imitation 
of all municipalities. 

Dr. Koch closed his remarks by express- 
ing his belief that the ultimate stamping 
out of tuberculosis was possible. 


EARLDOM FOR LORD CROMER. 


British Agent in Egypt Raised Another 
Step in the Peerage. 


LONDON, July 23.—King Edward has 
conferred an Earldom on Viscount Cromer, 





The British Government seems never to 
tire of heaping further honors upon Evelyn 
Baring, Lord Cromer, who has new served 
his country in Egypt for over twenty years. 
He is regarded as' one of the greatest of 
living diplomats, and has more real power 
in Egypt than has the nominal ruler of 
that country. 

Lord Cromer is a brother of the late Lord 
Revelstoke, (head of the house of Baring), 
and uncle of the present peer and of the 
Hon. Cecil Baring of this city. He was 


born in 1841. He was created a Baron in 
1892 and a Viscount in 1898, and is a mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, a Knight Grand 
Cruss of the Bath, a Knight Grand Cross 
of St. Michael and St. George, a Knight 
Commander of the Star of India, and a 
Companion of the Order of the Indian 
Empire.

Prisoners at Darrell’s Island Make Al- 
most Nightly Attempts to Reach 
the Mainland. 
HAMILTON, Bermuda, July 20.—The Boer 
prisoners of war confined on Darrell’s Isl- 
and make almost nightly attempts to avoid 
the patrolling gunboats Medina and Med- 
way and to gain the mainland by swim- 
ming. The water between Darrell’s Island 
and the beach is calm, and all night long 
the gunboats sweep it with their search- 
lights. Sharks abound, and the British 
guard wil!) shoot on suspicion, yet several 


of the Boers have escaped from the deten- 
tion comp. 

On the night of July 9 H. J. Du Toit, M. 
L. Louvens, J. P. de Roux, and J. G. 
Du Preeze, Boer prisoners, evaded the 
guards and the sharks and reached the 
shore half a mile away by swimming. By 
daybreak they had réached the southern 
shore of the island. Here they approached 
a colored man, asking him for food. He 
charged them with betng Boer prisoners, 
and they admitted it. The colored man at 
once informed the guards at Warwick 
samp and the escaping prisoners were cap- 
Fured, 

A night or two later three others tried to 
escape by paddling ashore on planks. They 
were seen, however, and fired on by the 
guards. One was wounded and returned to 
the island, while the other two were caught. 


LORD SALISBURY REGRETFUL. 


Wishes Public Opinion Was Still Pacific, 
but Says It Is Useless to Oppose It. 
LONDON, July 24.—In the House of Lords 

last night the Marquis of Salisbury made a 

pessimistic speech in support of the Fi- 

nance bill. In the course of his remarks 
the Premier said: 

‘The tendency to extravagance is in- 
creasing: We have had no choice. We 
have had to protect ourselves, and must 


pay the cost. For years public opinion was 
in favor of a pacific policy, but now that 
state of opinion has passed away. 

“The tide has turned, and who am I 
2nd who are we that we should attempt to 
stem the tide? If the tide has turned, we 
shall have to ge—with it. We are in the 
presence of forces far larger than we can 
wield, 

“Phe noble lord (referring to Lord Wel- 
by] has alluded to the celebrated passage 
in which Sydney Smith warned the Ameri- 
can public against the dangers and discom- 
forts attaching to the pursuit of glory. No 
doubt it was thought at the time to be a 
very wise lecture. But has it been stc- 
cessful? Has he induced the American peo- 
ple to adopt his views? On the contrary, 
we know that one of the most powerful 
engines of the State consists in appeals to 
that National and imperial sentiment to 
which we have been so much exposed and 
which we are so much bound to abide by.”’ 


SPEECH BY LORD MILNER. 


He Argues Against “ Injudicious Conces- 
sions” in South’ Africa, but Says 
Boers Will Be Treated Well. 


LONDON, July 24.—The presentation of 
the freedom of the City of London to 
Lord Milner at the Guildhall yesterday 
was made the occasion of another demon- 
stration in favor of the war in South Africa 
and the policy of the Government. 

Joseph Chamberlain, (the Colonial Secre- 
tary,) the Duke of Devonshire, (President 
of the Council,) and other Cabinet Min- 
isters; Lord Cromer, (British Agent in 
Egypt,) and Sir Claudé M4 MacDonald, (ex- 
Minister to China,) were among those on 
the platform. 

Lord Milner in his speech said a com- 
promise settlement of the South African 
situation by injudicious concessions must 
not be thought of, nor should the risk of 
a popular rising be run by treating de- 
liberate and crime-stained treason as a 
venial offense. There was an immense 
difference between the stout old burghers 
of the late republics and the “ roving ruf- 
fians ” harrowing their fellow British sub- 
jects of Cape Colony. While it had been 
resolved that the old burghers, when the 
war was over, should be treated with fair- 
ness, and even generosity, convincing them 
that though they had lost independence 
they had not lost their freedom, the loyal- 
ists in South Africa, who had shewn such 
splendid devotion to the empire and the 
work of reconstruction already going on, 
would not be alienated. 

By the bold development of resources and 
an incorruptible Government it was hoped, 
Lord Milner concluded, soon to_ relieve 
Great Britain of what had been called the 
‘obsession "’ of South Africa. 


MISTAKES BY KING EDWARD. 


He Thanks Americans for “ Loyalty,” 
and Forgets Who Gave the Maine 
to Great Britain. 

LONDON, July 23.—Much gossip in Amer- 
ican and English society has been caused 
by the presentation to King Edward-yes- 
terday by some American women of the 
hospital ship Maine committee of a medal 
commemorative of the Maine’s work, with 


a request that the King transmit the medal 
to Queen Alexandra. it seems that the idea 
was. opposed by a number of influential 
members of the committee on the ground 
that the King did not want the medal, but 
the others carried the day. 

The King’s reply to the delegation which 








made the. presentation is causing some com- 
ment, as he thanked “ this American com- 
mittee’’ for their ‘loyal, dutiful senti- 


ments.” He also thanked the committee 
for bringing their valuable services to a 
culmination by presenting the = to the 
Government, whereas this was done by 
Bernard N. Baker of Baltimore.

THE ANTI-TAMMANY 
CONVENTIONS PLANNED 


Ex-Mayor Schieren Attacked by a 
Citizens’ Union Man. 














The Organization's City Central Com- 
mittee Discusses the Availability 


of Municipal Candidates. 
/ 


The City Central Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, at a largely attended meeting 
last night, listened to a severe attack on 
ex-Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Brooklyn 
and fixed the dates for the several conven- 
tions. 

R. Fulton Cutting presided at the gather- 


ing, which was held at 34 Union Square 
East. 

After some informal discussion a plan 
for the calling of the various conventions 


was presented and adopted. 

It was decided that the final meeting of 
the City Convention should be held not 
later than Sept. 23, and the other conven- 
tions will be held at later dates. It was 
recognized that each convention has power 
to adjourn to such date as it may itself 
select, but, inasmuch as concerted action is 
required, in order that the conventions 
should not adopt conflicting dates, it is 
deemed that suggestions as to this matter 
from the City Committee are proper. 

The dates suggested for the conventions 
are as follows: 


New York County Convention—First meeting 
Sept. 9. Adjourned meeting one day after the 
final meeting of the City Convention. (The City 
Convention should not be later than Sept. 23.) 


Manhattan Borough, Bronx Borough, Brooklyn 
Borough, Kings County, Queens Borough, Queens 
County, Richmond Borough, and Richmond Coun- 
ty Conventions—First meeting Sept. 10. Ad- 
journed meeting two days after the final meet- 
ing of the City Convention. 

Assembly District Conventions and Aldermanic 
Conventions—First meeting Sept. 11. Adjourned 
meeting three days after the final meeting of 
the City Convention. 

Brooklyn Magistrates’ Convention—First meet- 
ing Sept. 12. Adjourned meeting four days after 
the final meeting of the City Convention, 

In preparing the above schedule due con- 
sideration has been given to the fact that 
as Oct. 16 is the last day for filing peti- 
tions for independent nominations consid- 
erable time may be necessary to obtain 
the required signatures. : 

In the report adopted the City Committee 
“recommends to each of the conventions 
to be called that at its first meeting it or- 
ganize by choosing officers and appointing 
the usual committees on rules and creden- 
tials, and that it also appoint a small com- 
mittee to confer first with the Committee 
of Twelve of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, and then with such other bodies as 
the said committee of the convention and 
the said Committee of Twelve shall agree 
that it is advisable to confer with, with a 
view to uniting upon candidates for the of- 
fices for which the convention in question 
is entitled to make nominations, it being 
understood that the said small committee 
shall report back to the adjourned meeting 
of the convention, to be held on the day 
designated. 

“While it is recognized that each con- 
vention has power to make nominations 
without consulting with the Committee of 
One Hundred, or with afybody outside of 
itself, it is also evident that if there is to 
be an agreement upon candidates by all 
the bodies opposed to Tammany Hal! 
will be necessary to consult with those bod- 
ies, and probably with the Central Gommit- 
tee representing those bodies, as well as 
with smaller committees or conventions, 
representing counties, boroughs, and As- 
sembly districts. Inasmuch, therefore, as 
the Committee of One Hundred, through 
its Committee of Twelve, is now in con- 
sultation with the representatives of ‘such 
bodies, it would seem best that all the sub- 
sidiary conventions of the Citizens’ Union| 
in seeking to confer with outside bodies, 
should do so in connection with the Com- 
mittee of One Hhndred, so that different 
sections of the Citizens’ Union may not be 
acting at cross purposes at the same time.”’ 

There was some discussion regarding 
candidates, but what was said and. who 
were considered was not disclosed, except 
that ex-Mayor Schieren, who returned 
from Europe yesterday, was under fire. 
One member of the committee intimated 
that, in his opinion, Mr. Schieren would be 
a very acceptable candidate for the Mayor- 
alty. This statement aroused the ire of 
A. J. Boulton, who declared that the wage- 
earners would never support Mr. Schieren. 
He charged the latter with gross incon- 
sistency on the occasion of the railroad 
strike in Brooklyn. He asserted that on 
one day Mr. Schieren commended the strik- 
ers for their attitude, and that on the 
day following, at the request of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company, he was in- 
strumental in having the militia called out 
to awe the striking rajlroad men. 

Mr. Boulton declined to discuss the mat- 
ter with reporters, but others at the meet- 
ing said he was particularly severe on 
Brooklyn's ex-Mayor. 





EX-MAYOR SCHIEREN RETURNS. 


German-American League’s Address of 
Welcome—The ex-Mayor Reticent 
Regarding City Politics. 


Ex-Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Brook- 
lyn returned from Europe on the North 
German Lloyd steamship Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse yesterday.

' he reports of rains in the corn belt, and 
@ consequent decline in the prices of corn 
and of other cereals, were the factors in- 
sfluencing to a decided recovery in the stock 
‘market yesterday, in which stocks not 
only regained all the losses registered on, 
Monday, but rose still higher. The improve- 
ment began with the market opening—Lon- 
‘don’ having sent over prices well above 
Monday’s close, St. Paul being up 4% points, 
‘Union Pacific 2%, and Atchison 24—and 
continued, though at first with some irreg- 
ularity until the close, with final figures 
geherally the highest for the day. These 
showed the following important net ad-

‘that of ten days ago, and resulted in the 
same, exciting scenes, the traders being 
altogether demoralized. The opening price 
for September corn was 59}¢c., as comp#red 
with the close on Monday of 62%c., this 
‘drop being’ succeeded in a few minutes by 
a further decline to 58c. In Chicago the 
September opening was from 5ic. to o&c., 
‘as compared with Monday’s close there of 
69%c., and in less than five minutes the 
‘~price had fallen further to 54%c. ‘rom 
these low figures there were spasmodic 
Yallies in each city, but no substantial 
strength. The September option ciosed 
here at 58%c., a loss of 3%c., while in Chi- 
cago the close was at 55\4c., as compared 
with Monday’s close of 59%c. July corn

AGED INKMAKER’S DESPAIR. 


IIiness Follows Failure to Secure Gov- 
ernment Contract—His Letter to 
the Suicide, Haigh. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., July 23.—Ap- 
parently without relatives and deserted by 
friends, Henry Stanynought, at one time a 
prosperous ink and pen maker, is lying 
critically ill at his home in Woodbridge 
township, within 400 yards of the Iselin 
railroad station. In the days of his pros- 
perity Stanynought bought the house, and 
his neighbors cailed it a mansion. Now 
Stanyncught is lying in one of the ill-kept 
rooms with no one to succor him in his 
suffering but a Hungarian neighbor who 

visits him once a day. 

When a reporter saw him last night his 
condition was pitiful. Flies and mosquitoes 


covered him, but he had not sufficient 
strength to lift a hand to drive them off. 
He was delirious, and seemed to suffer 
intense pain. His illness is supposed to 
have been caused by his worrying over his 
failure to get a Government contract. 

Stanynought is nearly seventy years old. 
Hie had lived as a recluse in his big house 
for many years. He was at one time on 
the high road to fortune, being in possession 
ef certain secrets in the manutacture of 
ink, which were said to be of great value. 

When John L. Haigh of Mount Vernon, 
N. Y., poisoned himseif and his young son 
with cyanide of potassium in May last, 
among his effects was found a ietter from 
Stanynought. Haigh sold goods for him on 
commission. The letter showed that Stany- 
nought had been trying to get a big ink 
contract from the Government, but had 
failed. Haigh invested $600 with Stany- 
nought in the business. Stanynought wrote 
on May 10 a long letter to Haigh begging 
the latter to buy his house and farm in 
order that the latter might have money to 
put up with his bid for the ink contract. 
The letter concluded: 

“The bidding will be closed on June 2. 
If I don’t have this money all is lost._ I 
cannot get a bond or sécure a certified 
check. There will be a profit of $4,500 a 
year.”’ ; 

Haigh is supposed to have killed himself 
because of his inability to raise the money. 


CAR ROLLS DOWN EMBANKMENT. 


A. B. Roeder of This City Injured In an 
Accident in Colorado. 


DENVER, July 23.—One mile west of 
Marshall Park a Pullman sleeper broke 
loose from the west-bound passenger train 
on the narrow-gauge line of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Road to-day and rolled down 
an embankment. A dozen passengers were 
injured, but none was killed.

|HEAVY BREAK IN COTTON 


The July Option Closes with a Net 
Drop of Thirty-five Points. 


Bull Clique Said to be Overloaded with 
Cotton from the South Attracted 
by High Prices. 


The bull clique in July cotton, which has 
been maintaining the price of that option 
at between 60 and 70 points higher than 
‘the next eurrent month, suffered a heavy 
loss in the local cotton market yesterday, 
when July cotton, which had closed on 
Monday at 8.22@8.24, opened at 8.23, and 
then declined steadily until 7.85 was 
reached, closing at 7.88, a net drop of J5 
points, 

The reason for the break was said to be 
the overloading of the bull clique with 
cotton attracted from all parts of the 
South by the high New York price, until 
liquidation was forced. The supply cf cot- 
ton in this port is about 130,000 bales, and 
the clique, in order to maintain its price. 
had to take probably the larger part of 
this stock, which was tendered to it. 

The sensational break in the July deliv- 
ery dragged the later months down. The 
market opened barely steady and con- 
tinued feverish all day, with scattered and 
few rallies. The weakness of the spot 
market checked the bullish sentiment on 
futures, which .was based on the belief 
that the crop in some sections of the belt 
was in a bad way through long absence of 
rain. 

Smaller operators withdrew from the 
market whenever possible and refused to 
take a fresh hold until the July deal was 
finally settled. 

By midday the decline was a matter of 
5 to 6 points on the speculative months, 
Then tame a bullish Government report, 
stating that the plant was smail over the 
entire belt and fruiting at the top over the 
central and Western sections. This caused 
a rally of several points, but all of it was 
lost later under room liquidation and bear 
selling,. with the last hour recording the 
lowest figures of the day. 

The forecast gave no promise of a break 
in the Southern drought, although thun- 
der showers were looked for in the West- 
ern portions, Clearances for export irom 
New York were again heavy, 8,000 bales, 
making 18,000 bales within the past two 
days. Freight engagements for the next 
five weeks were said to be very heavy, and 
something like 75,000-bales was said to. be 
in preparation for shipment to Europe. A 
decline of 3-16c in spot cotton here was 
quite in accordance with general ideas, 
considering .the severe drop in the July 
position. Port receipts continued, suffi- 
ciently small to give color to exhaustion 
predictions. Crop accounts were very much 
mixed from all parts of the belt, and gave 
neither side speciai advantage. 

The close was easy, with prices net 12 
to 35 points lower.

SUGAR TRUST'S CAPITAL 


Directors Propose an Issue of 
$15,000,000 of New Stock. 


Operations in Cuba and Porto Rico Con- 
templated—No Compromise with the 
Arbuckles, Says Mr. Havemeyer. 


It is announced that the stockholders of 
the American Sugar Refining Company will 
receive a circular letter from the Directors 
shortly proposing an issue of $15,000,000 of 
new stock. F 

One-half of the new stock will be pre- 
ferred and one-half common, payable in 
cash at par in the proportion of one share 
of new to five shares of old stock. A stock- 
holders’ meeting will be held on Sept. 18 to 
vote on the proposition. The authorization 
of a ten-million-dollar-mortgage-bond issue 
will be canceled. In regard to the reason 
for the increase, President Havemeyer 
says: 

“If you were to say that the Sugar Trust 
had in mind some operations in fields out- 
side of the United States, but not far from 
our shores, you might come pretty near 
to hitting the nail on the head. 

‘““What they want in Cuba and what the 
beet sugar men and the cane-sugar growers 
in the country would not object to, is the 
admission to American ports of raw sugar 
from Cuba and Porto Rico free of duty. 
What the growers here want is a tariff on 
refined sugar. Give them a tariff of half 
a cent on the refined product. That will 
take care of them, and we can get free raw 
sugar from Cuba and Porto Kico. When 
the tariff is adjusted along these lines, the 
sugar industry in Cuba and Porto Rico 
wii be worth watching. And Congress will 
give us that kind of a tariff. 

‘““The rumor from Philadelphia that the 
money obtained from the sale of the new 
stock would be used to acquire properties 
of some of our competitors does not contain 
a word of truth. The American Sugar Re- 
fining Company does not purpose to buy up 
a single independent plant. We have no 
use for any more proweries, And this in- 
cludes the Arbuckles. We have made no 
settlement with them and have no intention 
of making one.”’ 

Mr. Havemeyer said that the money from 
the new stock would be at hand for com- 
mercial purposes. 

‘In regard to the cancellation of $10,000,- 
000 of mortgage bonds,’' he said, ‘‘ those 
bonds were authorized but never issued. 
We want to cancel the authorization and 
get it out of the way. . 

“As for the fight between Spreckels and 
the Oxnards, out in California, our com- 
pany has nothing to do with that fight, 
which was brought about through the fact 
that the consumption of beet sugar was not 
equaling the production. Oxnard wants to 
work off some of his superfluous product, 
and he thinks if he can make it appear that 
he is fighting the trust he would get rid of 
some lett over beet sugar.

TICKET BROKERS VICTORIOUS. 


Court Holds Law Prohibiting “ Scalp- 
ers” from Doing Business Is 
Unconstitutional. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., July, 23.—The Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court for 
the Fourth. Judicial Department to-day 
handed down a decision holding that the 
law passed by, the last Legislature, for- 
bidding traffic in railroad tickets by others 
than authorized agents of railroad com- 
panies, is unconstitutional and void. The 
decision was made in the test case of Clar- 
ence Fleischmann, a Buffalo ticket bro- 
ker, against Samuel Caldwell, Sheriff of 
Erie County. Louis Marshall of New York 
appeared for Mr. Fleischmann and John H. 
Milburn of Buffalo for the Sheriff. All 

the Justices concur. 

The only question presented on the ap- 
peal was whether, as Mr. Fleischmann's 
counsel contenged, Chapter 639 of the Laws 
of 1901:is untonstitutional, and the order 
discharging Mr. Fleischmann thercfore 
properly made. The Court decides that 
the law is unconstitutional and the dis- 
charge proper.. The decision is based on 
the case of the people ex rel. Tryoler 
against Warden of prison. 

‘We think,”’ says dustice McLennan, in 
his opinion, ‘‘the decision in the Tyroler 
case must be regarded as decisive of the 
proposition that it is not competent for 
the Lagiolesure to prohibit the purchase 
and sale of passage tickets over trans- 
portation lines, when such sale is not in 
violation of any contract made with the 
transportation companies upon.the sile of 
such tickets by them. 

“It is evident that whatever may be the 
nature of the arrangement which is evi- 
denced by the ticket. whether it be a token 
or prima facie evidence of a contract, 
when the ticket is solu it belongs to the 
erson who buys it, and unless its nse is 


n some way limited it has the same qual- 
ity as every other kind of property.”

USED HER PICTURE WRONGFULLY. 


Miss Roberson Wants Damages Because 
Her Face Adorns an Advertisement. 


ROCHESTER, July 23.—The Appellate 
Division of the Fourth Department has de- 
cided that no person has the right to use 
for business purposes the picture of a wo- 
man, without the consent of the person 
whose features are reproduced, and that 
such use gives sufficient cause of action. 


The case in question, that of Abigail Rob- 
erson against the Rochester Folding Box 
Company and the Franklin Mills of Lock- 
port, was brought to recover $15,000 dam- 
ages for the unauthorized use of her por- 
trait for advertising purposes. 

When the case was called in the Supreme 
Court a demurrer was entered. The Court 
held that there was sufficient cause of ac- 
tion, and it was from this ruling that the 
defendant companies appealed. On the 
first argument the court was‘divided. In 
deciding in favor of Miss Roberson on the 
reargument, the Court cites the instance of 
the Siamese twins, and holds that the use 
of Miss Roberson’s likeness would be as 
unwarrantable as to depict that curious 
monstrosity without permission. 

Miss Roberson will now prosecute her suit 
in the Supreme Court to collect damages.

FREE TRADE WITH PORTO RICO. 


The announcement of the appointment 
of Mr. Hunt to succeed Mr. ALLEN as 
Governor of Porto Rico is an announce- 
ment that the existing system of gov- 
ernment of that island is to be continued, 
not as a mere makeshift, but with some 
permanence. It is to be governed by the 
Executive Department at Washington. 
It is what in England would be called a 
“Crown Colony.” 

We are not at all complaining of the 
fact, only pointing it out; and pointing 
it out to say that’ the condition puts 
upon the President a responsibility which 
he could not, if he would, divide with 
Congress. If he had long delayed his 
proclamation of free trade with the isl- 
and, the islanders would have felt them- 
selves to be oppressed, and the President 
would have had recalled to him, in most 
unpleasant fashion, remarks about 
“our plain duty.” 

The proclamation of free trade is the 
more interesting, and the more 
tant, because it is almost certain that 
Congress could not have been induced to 
do by legislation what the President has 
done by Executive action. But the thing 
has the great advantage of having been 
actually done. And not many members 
of Congress can be expected to devote 
themselves to gnawing the file of an ac- 
complished: fact. y 

What may come of this proclamation in 
our own National politics and how it 
may affect the Republican Party re- 
mains to be seen. That it 4vill have an 
effect, and not a slight one, was doubt- 
less foreseen by the President when he 
issued it,

MAKING ISSUES. 

Some of our Democratic friends are dis- 
cussing with more ingenuity than prac- 
tical judgment the shaping of issues for 
the next National campaign on which 
the party can present a united front and 
have some hopes of success. It is an old 


process, in which partisans have been en- 


gaged, on one side or the other, with en- 


ergy. but generally with no result. Is- 
sues that really divide the opinion and 
sentiment of the people and determine 


important elections are not usually in- 


vented; they are discovered, and cannot 


readily be evaded. 
From the close of the civil War the 
most astute politicians of the Democratic 


Party were busy trying to find a ques- 
tion that would give them a tenable po- 
sition before the people, and would ob- 
scure the policy generally pursued dur- 
ing the conflict. The most notable of 
their efforts was the “néw departure” 
to which Mr. CLEMENT VALLANDIGHAM of 
Ohio, with the co-operation of Senator 
PENDLETON of the same State, gave the 
first impulse. ‘This was the “ green- 
tack” issue, the ‘‘one money for the 
bondholder and the plowholder,” on 
which Mr. SEyMouR went to crushing de- 
feat in 18G8. The spectacle of the Gov- 
ernor of New York, who had refused to 
pay the interest on the State debt in any- 
thing but gold, representing the platform 
of repudiation was neither edifying nor, 
to his own party, encouraging. The ef- 
fect was to consolidate the conservative 
sentiment of the country in favor of the 
party in power, and to prepare the way 
for the apparently complete disintegra- 
tion of the opposition in 1872. 

Four years later Mr. TrLpgeN, prac- 
tically kicking the currency planks of 
the platform from beneath his feet, and 
making the fight on the issue of public 
honesty which the Republicans them- 
selves furnished, carried the majority of 
the popular vote, and compelled the seat- 
ing of his opponent by extra-constitu- 
tional means. At the next election the 
Democratic Party again relied largely 
on the currency issue, and dedged the 
tariff, on which it would have had at 
Jeast moral strength, and was defeated. 
In 1884 the issue of public honesty was 
once more forced on the attention of the 
country by the nomination of Mr. BLainp, 
and by the-sturdy personality of Mr. 
CLEVELAND, and the Democrats won. 
‘They lost in 1888 largely by the failure 
of the professional politicians to support 
the high standard set by Mr. CLuyELanp, 
~ and again won -in 1892 by the reaction 

against the debauch of protectionism in 
which the Republicans had plunged. 
‘Then they féturned to the futile dema- 
‘gogy of the Populists and Greenbackers, 
fand still remain in the slough. 

This brief but substantially correct re- 
view of the history of “issues” for the 
past generation is sufficient, to show 
‘that it is not within the power of the 

wit of the sharpest politician to can- 
trive issues on which the people will 
- gonsent to divide. Something must ap- 


peal to their ideas of their essential in- 
terests or to their moral consciousness, 
or ta the deeper feelings of patriotism, or 
they will remain indifferent, and will 
continue nearly in the line of previous 
action. What, in view of this fact, it 
would be well for the Democratic leaders 
to take thought about is the means by 
which the party can get itself in shape 
to respond to any real appeal that may 
be made to it. In some way, possibly 
by another defeat, it must rid itself of 
the influence of Bryanism, and especially 
it must withdraw from jts opposition to 
the general sentiment of the country in 
regard to the fruits ofthe Spanish war. 
Until it has accomplished this, nothing 
but most amazing blundering on the 
part of the Republicans will give it a 
chance for resuming the control of the 
National Government.

THE GREAT HISTORIAN’S SUPPORT- 
ERS. 

The responsibility which Secretary 
LONG promptly disclaimed Admiral 
SAMPSON eagerly assumes, The Secretary 
would not permit Mr. Mac.ay’s state- 
ment that the proofs of the third volume 
of his matchless history containing the 
celebrated observations on Admiral 
ScHLEY had been read by him to go un- 
contradicted, and procured from the dis- 
tinguished author a recantation of the 
error. But Admiral SAMPSON says: 


In one way, possibly, I was responsible 
for the statements made in the history. I 
was Commander in Chief of the squadron 
and was responsible, so far as reading the 

roofs goes. If the historian has taken 
acts from my official reports to the Navy 
Department, that is all well and good.

WALL STREET IN MIDSUMMER. 


We fancy that a good deal of the next 
corn crop was harvested in Wall Street last 
week under whe form of buying good stocks 
dog cheap. Wall Street has a habit of get- 
ting through with its harvesting before oth- 
er people begin.—The Hartford Courant. 


There is an insane asylum not far from 
Hartford where the people of that intel- 
lectual city have a fine opportunity to 
study the workings of disordered minds. 
The diagnosis of insanity in its many 
forms is in fact a popular pastime in 
Hartford, They learn to distinguish in an 
instant between sham or simulated cra- 
ziness and the real thing. 

This accounts for The Courant’s pene- 
trating and sound judgment of current 
phenomena in Wall Street. In East Had- 
dam or up at Windsor Locks they have 
long since concluded that the whole stock 
speculating community is as crazy as a 
cimex lectularius. What, no rain in Ne- 
braska, a hot wind blowing in Kansas? 
Our corn’s in danger! And down go the 
shares, not only of the corn-carrying 
railroads, but of everything in the list, 
including such unrelated industries as 
the Match companiés and the Ice Trust. 
In a few days the apparent loss in values 
mounts up to a sum that equals or ex- 
ceeds the money worth of the entire corn 
crop in a big year. 

This looks crazy, but it is simply the 
natural and normal behavior of the stock 
market. The game is played strictly ac- 
cording to the rules and nobody is crazy, 
though some may be a bit unsettled. 

In the first place, the damage to the 
corn crop is real and serious enaggh to 
warrant some recession of- prices—quite 
enough io'change a bull market into one 
of the other kind. Added to this depress- 
ing influence are the strikes in various 
trades that, according to the annual cus- 
tom of labor, have been brought on in 
midsummer. Back of all is the feeling of 
timidity, or want of entire confidence, en- 
gendered in the exciting culmination of 
the struggle for the control of the North- 
ern Pacific Road. The delirious gayeties 
of that week will last Many an Ex- 
change operator until Christmas, 

In these conditions the bear finds his 
opportunity and his profit. He gets hold 
of the market and it succumbs, There is 
a@ group of bears in Chicago now who are 
sending to this city simultaneously short 
orders and grim, heartrending stories of 
calamity and total perdition. They are 
not insane, They are simply trying to 
get back the money they lost in the 9th 
of May tuntble. This makes a market

where the pressure\is to sell, not to buy. 
It therefore happens that when gentle- 
men who have been buying upon margins 
more shares than their stock of ready 
cash enables them to carry with com- 
fort attempt to unload their burden prices 
go down and down, oftentimes well below 
their manifest and demonstrable value. 
This is: because of “lack of support ”’— 
nobody is eager to buy those stocks on 
that day. This gives to the market its in- 
sane appearance. 4 

By a beneficent provision of nature 
there exists in every moneyed community 
a class known as investors who sooner 
or later appear as the correctives of an 
artificial and unjustified bear market. 
Some of them are old and quiet, others 
young and spry. They sit at this season 
of the year on distant hotel piazzas and 
read Hume or Fielding or the story of 
Mr. Harum. Glancing over the table of 
Stock Exchange transactions some morn- 
ing one of them remarks to another: 
“Some of these things look cheap.” A 
few moments later each of them, quite 
unknown to the other, has telephoned or 
telegraphed to the city an order to his 
banker to buy some of the cheap things. 
The shares thus acquired are taken out 
of the market. That kind of buying is 
going on all the time when shares get 
“cheap.” It is going on now. It appears 
in Wall Street reporting as buying on 
“ supporting orders from bankers.” That 
is, it is attributed to bankers who buy 
shares, not because they want them, but 
to keep the market from going to pieces. 
By and by, when the corn crop has been 
totally destroyed so there can be no more 
bear stories on that subject, when the 
strikes are over and the community of 
interest haf successfully stood the test of 
time, prices go up again on the Ex- 
change, and the fortunate men who 
bought cheap will show a generous, 
open-hearted willingness to sell their 
holdings to that large class of persons 
who make it a practice to buy always on 
a rising market—somewhere near the 
top. 

Our Hartford contemporary has cor- 
rectly judged the market. The buying of 
good stocks dog cheap 1s a custom in 
such times as these with men who have 
money and know how to get more. They 
have observed that the prosperity of this 
country is not based entirely on the corn 
crop. ; 


TENEMENT HOUSE FRAUDS. 


It was to be expected that the new ten- 
ement house law would encounter the 
united opposition of the unreformed 
builders of unreformed tenement 
houses. But this opposition did not 
amount to much. It had in fact heen 
frustrated in advance in the first place 
by the composition of the commission. 
This comprised so complete a 
sentation of all the interests involved 
that it would not have been possible to 


disparage its conclusions and recommen- 


dations as not those of “ practical men.” 
In the next place the conclusions and 
recommendations, as embodied in the 


new law, were so moderate and so prac- 


tical as to array public opinion at once 


in its favor. It left nothing to the unre- 
formed builders of unreformed tenements 
to say except that there was less profit 


in building tenement houses,tolerably fit 
than in building tenement houses grossly 


unfit for human habitation. Nobody had 
ever denied that. That was, in fact, the 
reason why tenement houses were in 


need of being reformed. But the naked 
argument from mere cupidity was not 


calculated to affect the minds of a disin- 


terested Legislature and a disinterested 
Governor. 


When the law was amended in spite of 
them, it was to be expected that the un- 
reformed builders would endeavor to 
“beat” it, to evade it, in every practica- 
ble way. They tried in vain to secure 
such a postponement of its effect as 
would enable any speculator to file plans 
for illegal tenement houses on land on 
which he had an “option.”” This move 
was foreseén and baffled. The interval 
between the enactment and the operation 
of the law was made too short to allow 
of the preparation of plans for illegal 
tenement houses before the, interval 
should elapse, The natural recourse of 
an unscrupulous builder would have been 
to rush in plans already prepared for 
other tenements under the pretense that 
they’were plans for new tenement houses 
and thus to evade the law. 

If this could have been done on a con- 
siderable scale it is evident that an ar- 
chitect and builder could have done a 
considerable and profitable business, 
ufion no other capital than that of a se- 
ries of plang and options. That is the 
kind of scheme which ought to have been 
baffled by the vigilance of the officials 
of the Building Department. But it was 
left for the unpaid and public-spirited 
vigilance of Mr. De Forest, the Chair- 
man of the Tenement House Commission, 
to detect and frustrate it, in one conspic- 
uous instance, of which an account was 
given in our news columns yesterday. 

This violation of the law seems to be 
clearly ‘“‘up to” the Building Depart- 
ment. It is not too much to require of 
that department that it should refuse to 
accept “ misfit ” plans, when they misfit- 
ted so egregiously as to purport that a 
buiiding 30 feet by 65 was to be erected 
on a lot 26% by 100, But that is not the 
whole extent of the malfeasance charged 
against the department. As we under- 
stand Mr. Dr Forest's statement, the 
discrepancies had been brought to the 
attention of the department, and -per- 
mits had nevertheless been issued for 
buildings quite impracticable for the lots 
upon which they purported to stand. 
This of course could not happen from a 
mere negligence. It involved collusion, 
on the part of one official or set of offi- 
eials, while to erect a building which 
purported to comply with the impracti- 
cable plans would involve like collusion 
on the part of another official or set of. 
officials, but all the colluders persons in 


repre- 


oe 


the employ of the Building Department. 

Evidently the matter is now “up to” 
Mr. WaLLace, the Commissioner of 
Buildings. It is for him to take what 
measures he may find necessary t6 vin- 
dicate the integrity of his department, 
which is his own official integrity. Mean- 
while, as Mr. De Forest intimates, the 
question whether plans plainly fraudu- 
lent can be smuggled through the Build- 
ing Department, after notice of their 
fraudulent character, concerns the public 
much more than the question whether 
fifty or sixty unreformed tenement 
houses can be built under a reformed 
tenement house law. For it is a question 
whether, in order to secure the enforce- 
ment of the law, its friends must main- 
tain an unofficial staff to watch the of- 
ficial staff, to examine the examiners 
and inspect the inspectors. The bitter- 
ness and strength of the opposition to 
the new law are sufficiently indicated by 
the fact that promoters of tenement 
houses find it more profitable to build 
unreformed than reformed tenement 
houses, even at the additional expense 
of ‘squaring”’ an examiner to pass the 
impossible plans and an inspector to 
pass the buildings as according to the 
plans, which they cannot possibly be, to 
say nothing of the architect and broker 
himself, who, presumably, like the iate 
Mr. BELDEN, according to the late JacoB 
SHarP, “does not stir around for noth- 
ing.” The matter is evidéntly worthy of 
Mr. WaALLaAce’s best and earliest atten- 
tion. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. OF FRITZ. 

The German Emperor is always inter- 
esting, but not always discreet, in his 
way of “putting things.’”’ In the course 
of the ceremonies attending the launch- 
ing of the little fellow whom the people 
delight to call E:reL-Fritz, and who is 
much more popular than his brother, the 
Crown Prince, as a Lieutenant in the 
Prussian Army, the Emperor said: ‘‘ The 
finest thing I can imagine is an earnest 
officer, inflexible in everything which 
constitutes the chivalry of the officer’s 
calling, hard toward himself, upholding 
with rigid self-discipline the traditions of 
his house and of his regiment, indiffer- 
ent to thé opinion of others, with one 
goal before his eyes—responsibility only 
to his Gop and to his fathef.” This kind 
of talk undoubtedly expresses the Em- 
peror’s views exactly, and it is this which 
gives it interest; but it recalls the refer- 
ence to “ Herr Gott and I” which has 
been respensible for more lése majesté 
than any other form of words ever de- 
vised. Moreover, it is not just the’kind of 
advice which is likely to have most value 
for a lad of Erre.-FRIepRICH’s tempera- 
ment. Indifference to the opinion of o¢h- 
ers is perhaps the worst fault of the Ger- 
man officer, who has been educated in 
the idea that the civilian has no rights 
which a soldier above the rank of an en- 
listed man is bound to respect, and that 


‘ 
what the common people think of him 
and his ways is, and should be, a matter 
of entire indifference. In the case of a 


young Prince, there might very well be 
suggested a respect for the rights and in- 
terests of the people, which need not, and 
probably would not, conflict with his 


duty te the two supreme powers of the 
universe, ‘‘Gop and his father,” but are 


in the highest sense princely obligations, 


to forget which may entail embarrass- 


ments to himself, his house, and, inci- 
dentally, his regiment. 
The great good nature of the German 


people makes them tolerant of the idio- 


syncrasies of an Emperor whose princi- 


pal trouble {s that there is too much ego 
in his cosmos. What shape this would 
take if the sturdy teachings of the Luth- 


eran Church had not implanted in his 


mind a clear recognition of the fact that 
the Almighty takes precedence even of 
the German Emperor is an interesting 
subjéct for speculation. As it is, the idea 
of co-ordinate jurisdiction seems to have 


taken a firm hold on his mind—a fact of’ 


which it may be said, as the German 
burger said of the kangaroo when his 
son asked what it was good for: ‘‘ Well, 
the Australians must have something to 
laugh at.”

Graphic descriptions are given by the writer 
of the log of the wild pitching and rolling 
of the ship. Finally the Captain said: 
“This is not a ship; it is a basket,’’ and 
the mate commented that it was only. fit 
to go out on a farm. It must be borne in 
mind that this stout vessel had weathered 
the fiercest gusts of the lakes, and had 
laughed the choppy seas of Huron and 
Erie to scorn. Meanwhile, Capt. Howarpb 
BLACKBURN was comfortably crossing the 
ocean alone in his 25-foot sloop Great Re- 
public, and he arrived in Lisbon on June 
20 in good coudition, and with his sloop 
sound in every stick and line.

They would drink the beer any- 
how, and many of them might die of -it, 
but if the anti-canteen principles prevailed 
they would die fllegally and no one would 
be to blame.

That there is general complaint 
of the discomforts and even dangers of this 
foul and smoke-ridden hole in the city the 
many letters published in this paper afford 
abundant evidence. But it is one thing to 
grumble to one’s friends and to write let- 
ters to newspapers and quite another to go 
before the Grand Jury and swear to facts 
which have some legal value. What Mr. 
LE BARBIER needs is the testimony of per- 
sons who have themselves come near to 
prostration or other serious physical suf- 
fering in the tunnel or who have seen 
others so affected. Let such persons put 
themselves in communication with the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, and something wili 
be done to abate the tunnel nuisance. But 
if these people retire into their shells now 
that the time has arrived for action, Mr. 
LE BARBIER'sS hands will be tied. 


A Cambridge letter to the Springfield 
Republican makes public an interesting 
piece of testimony as to the standing in 
Great Britain of American skill in astron- 
omy. The writer of the letter calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there has of late been 
considerable discussion of the relative mer- 
its of English and American scholarship 
and literary workmanship. Some of the 
disputants have said that in astronomy 
America would compare favorably with for- 
eign nations, but the point was not brought 
out that there was distinct evidence of the 
place occupied by this country. Beginning 
with 1823 the Royal Astronomical Society 
of London has offered an annual medal for 
conspicuous originality and research. It is 
on record that in the twenty-five years 
ending with the present year the medal 
has been awarded twenty-one times and 
that Americans have received it eight 
times. The names of the men who have 
brought to this country such an admirable 
record of mastery of a most difficult sci- 
ence are ASAPH HALL, BENJAMIN APTHORP 
GouLp, E. C. PicKERING, G. W. HILL, 8. W. 
BuRNHAM, S. C. CHANDLER, and E. E, Bar- 
NARD, Prof, PickeRING of Harvard received 
the medal twice. A special award, the 
Hannah Jackson gift, was also conferred 
on an American by the society. The re- 
cipient in this case was Lewis Swirt, who, 
like Mr. CHANDLER, is a private observer. 
All of which affords pretty substantial evi- 
dence of the position occupied by American 
astronomy. 


The calling of the sailor lingers in the 
land of fiction.

GEORGIA’S FINANCIAL POLICY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A friend in New York has just sent to me 
a copy of your edition of the 17th inst. 

Under the heading ‘‘ Will Try to Collect 
Southern State Bonds” this edition has 
half a column comment as to what the 
North American Trust Company will under- 
take. The particular paragraph which I 
will ask your courtesy for space to com- 
ment upon is as follows: 


In Georgia afer the civil war a reckless policy 
of State aid to corporations was begun, and an 
immense debt was incurred, but by Constitu- 
tional amendment in May, 1877, some of the 
bonds were declared invalid, and the debt re- 
duced by about two-thirds, to $10,644,500, 

This paragraph lacks the important ele- 
ment of truth in all its parts. 

It has been the wise policy of this Em- 
pire State of the South to encourage by 
‘State aid’ work of public improvement 
from Colonial days up to the reaction of 
1877, when, in the graphic and truthful lan- 
guage of Gen. Toombs, the Constitutional 
Convention of that year ‘locked up the 
State Treasury and threw the key away.” 
The effect of this reaction is now being 
shamefully felt by the school teachers of 
our State, who are without their just sal- 
ary dues, while about $600,000 of State 
eash is locked up in the Treasury unavail- 
able. 

Before the secession war Georgia, by the 
act of her General Assembly, aided the con- 
struction of railroads by granting to them 
privileges and the right to issue paper 
money against their railroad praperty. In 
this way the roads from Augusta to At- 
lanta, and the road from Savannah, via 
Macon, to Atlanta, were encouraged, aided, 
and constructed. From Atlanta to the 
Tennessee River at Chattanooga the State 


' built, at the expense of the taxpayers, a 


first-class railroad across the mountains, 
a section of country where at that time pri 
vate capital eould not be induced to build, 
even with banking privileges. This con- 
struction by the State was an additional 
aid and support for the railroads from .the 
river at Augusta and the seacoast at Sa-

became a stockholder to a large amount 
and paid far its shares from the taxes to 
aid and encourage the building of a rail- 
road from Savannah to the South and 
West.

This experience caused the Constitutional 
Convention of 18G8 to put a check or limit 
on * State aid,” and it was then provided 
that the Legislature should only have au- 
therity to permit the State’s indorsement 
on the first mortgage bonds of roads char- 
tered by it, 
road, and to retain for the State a first 
lien on all the property. Under this wise 
restriction over 600 miles of new and im- 
pertant railroads were built in Georgia ut 
a time when private capital would not in- 
vest in the railroads’ bonds without the 
State’s indorsement. These railroads are 
in cperatjon to-day, to the great benefit 
of our people. A road from our Port of 
Brunswick running west was projected'and 
partially completed by Chauncey Vibbard 
and other New York parties before the 
war. 


boats. 
war came to the Legislature and demanded 
a settlement. It was agreed between the 
parties that the State would indorse the 
road’s first mortgage and exchange $8,000 
State bonds per mile for $10,000 per mile 
of the road's’ second mortgage in settle- 
ment of the whole claim for indemnity. 
Regular State bonds were in the hands of 
Clews & Co., financial agents of the State. 
as collateral for legal advances made by 
them on the State’s account. 

This, in brief, covers the obligations and 
indebtedness which the Legislature of the 
State repudiated in 1871-2. 

The Constitutional Convention of 1877 
prohibited our courts from hearing or re- 
viewing the legality of this legislative re- 
pudiation. For this reason the issue has 
never been judicially passed upon by our 
courts. But on an application for Georgia 
bonds to be bought by savings banks of 
New York, a Democratic Attorney General 
of that State, after extended investigation 
and hearing legal argument, decided that 
Georgia was in default on her legal obliga- 
tion, and that therefore the savings and 
other similar institutions could not invest 
in her securities. 

A committee of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, after long and careful 


curities could not be ‘“ listed,’”’ and were 
not a “ good delivery.” 

Therefore, the highest attainable legal 
authority and the highest commercial body 
unite in the opinion, after investigation, 
that the obligations repudiated by Georgia 
were neither ‘‘illegal’’ or ‘ bogus.”’ In 
fact, it has never been formally charged 
that this was the case except in reaction- 
ary newspapers. The reason offered by the 
legislative repudiators was that the State 
Government established under the Con- 
gressional reconstruction law was not 
“our Legislature,’’ and that the people 
were not bound by its acts. And in the 
matter of the Brunswick road west that 
the ‘ Legislature had no Constitutional 
right to make the trade.”’ 

The whole ‘‘ State aid’ of 1868 was bene- 
ficial to the State. On roads: that were 
completed between 1871 and 1877 under the 
indorsement law of 1868 the State recog- 
nized its liability, paid the interest when 
the roads failed, and seized the property. 
These roads have since been sold and the 
State fully compensated in cash returned 
for all its outlay. In fact, a part of the 
money now tied up and idle in the treas- 
ury was secured in this way. This result 
of repayment would have beer effected in 
every case if the State had pursued the 
same honest policy instead of repudiation. 
The railroads built in our State under the 
policy of 1868 have accomplished the good 
that was expected from them, and are the 
real basis of the great flood of material 
prosperity that has come to us. The in- 
crease in the value of the export of our 
naval stores alone through Brunswick and 
Savannah, from pine forests that before 
the railroads were built were a trackless 
wilderness, would more than pay the whole 
cost of these roads. The taxes collected 
annually by the State on increased value of 
lands, &c., because of these railroads, and 
on the roads themselves. are more than 
the interest on the bonds she repudiates. 

As I have often said and published be- 
fore, [I have not, never have had, ‘and 
never will have any pecuniary interest in 
the repudiated bonds of Georgia. 

Our people are honest and desire to do 
exactly the right thing when they under- 
stand it. The trouble is that local news- 
paper iteration and reiteration of fraud in 
the issue of BDonds have blinded the people 
to the truth. As was said by a leading 
Democratic. newspaper when I was tri- 
umphantly acquitted im court and vindi- 
cated from.the. charge of officia! miscon- 
duct, ‘‘ the reports. of the legislative com- 
mittees misled the public and the press by 
uttering reports. that could not be sus- 
tained by evieence.”’ 

tf any claim be made against the State 
which gught not to be recognized, I shall 
do all in my power to defeat it. But on 
the general, issue of the obligations repu- 
diated by my State, I am perfectly willing 
to accept the judgment of any committee 
of lawyers or business men who command 
the public confidence, and are not. candi- 
dates for elective office. 

While our courts are prohibited from ju- 
dicial action on this issue, the Legislature 
is competent to appoint a committee or elect 
a commission to investigate the whole mat- 
ter and report to it. On that report 
the Legislature may take such action as 


a majority of its members, with the Gov- 
ernor’s approval. may determine. 

It is my earnest wish both in behalf of 
the reputation of my State and of myself, 
who was her Chief Executive at a time 
of great public excitement and violent par- 
tisan contention, that an impartial inves- 
tigation may now be had, when differences 
of opinion as to matters of domestic policy 


will not warp human judgment.

The recently noted contention of Prof. 
Frederic Starr of the University of Chi- 
cago that the American race is growing 
red like the Indians and that only the con- 
stant admixture of new blood afforded by a 
liberal foreign immigration will save the 
whole race from assuming the characteris- 
tic color of the red man recalls some inter- 
esting observations advanced in that direc- 
tion by George Robins Gliddon, the Egyp- 
tologist, and Dr. J. C. Nott, in their once 
famous ‘‘ Types of Mankind” and “ The 
Indigenous Races of the Earth.” 

This transcript esvecially appeals to the 
descendants of those ‘“‘ German immigrants 
who settled in Pennsylvania ’’ who are cited 
by Prof. Starr as a striking instance to 
show a gradual assumption of some of the 
physical attributes of the North American 
Indians. Gliddon remarks: “It is well 
known that the earlier colonists of Barba- 
dos, Montserrat, and some other West In- 
dia Islands were Irish exiles. Odd to re- 
late, while a few of their negro slaves act- 
ually speak Gaelic many have. acquired 
the ‘ brogue.’ 

“A Hibernian fresh from the green isle 
arrived one day at the’port of Bridgetown 
and was hailed by two negro boatmen, who 
offered to take him ashore. Observing that 
their names were Pat and Murphy, and 
that their brogue was uncommonly rich, 
the stranger (taking them to be Irishmen) 
asked: * And how long have ye been from 
the ouid country?’ Misunderstanding him, 
one of the darkies replied: ‘Sex months, 
yer Hondr.’ ‘Sex months! Sex months! 
only sex months! anc turned as black as me 
hat! —~-! what a climate! Row me back to 
the ship. I’m from Cork last, and I'll soon 
be there again.’ 

“Every one laughs at the verdant sim- 
plicity which believed that a Celt could be 
transmuted by climate into a negro in six 
morths. All would smile at the notion of 
such a possibility within six or even sixty 
years; most readers will hesitate over six 
hundred years. Anatomy, history, and the 
monuments prove that six thousand years 
have never metamorphosed one type of man 
into another. 

“The type of a race would never change 
‘if’ kept from aduiterations. * * * We 
have seen that wherever the Jews or the 


Chinese or the gypsies or negroes have 
wandered from one part of the world to 
another they have in general appearance 
retained a. separate and distinct position; 
and it ‘is but natural to conclude that if the 
American’ Indians had come from Asia they 
would certainly have retained something in 
appeneynes like the tribes of the Old 
orld.”

THE REVISED VERSION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent, 8. F. B., calling ate 
tention in your issue of Sunday, July 21, 
to the “ Recently Finished Revision of the 
New Testament,” is ignorant that the 
printed pamphlet of 300 pages from which 
he quotes is not such a revision at all. It 
is a report to the General Convention of 
the Episcopal Church, which meets in San 
Francisco next Autumn, recommending a 
series of marginal readings, largely drawn 
from the revised version of 1881, to be com- 
bined with King James's version of 1611.

Cuban Judges Have Sixteen 200-Page 
Volumes of It Ready.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Since his re- 
turn to Washington the Secretary of War 
has given his attention to the delay in 
the prosecution of Charles F. W. Neely, 
accused of stealing Cuban postal fynds. 

He has been informed by the Cuban au- 
thorities that sixteen volumes of testi- 
mony and evidence have been written up, 
each volume containing 200 pages, closely 
typewritten.

He 
says that as it took us a year to land 
Neely in the Cuban jurisdiction, it is not 
for us to complain much at delay.

They have taken to themselves wings 
this Summer, the water folk, and at the 
beaches, here, there, and everywhere, you 
see the white wings supporting an ungrace- 
ful mermaiden who is plainly out of her 
element or trying to exchange elements. 
The white wings are the latest things in 
the way of supports for the would-be 
swimmer. They are really wiggs, for that 
is what they are called.

When they are in their unex- 
panded condition the wings look like noth- 
ing so much as wing-shaped bags of _cot- 
ton cloth. What they are really made of 
no one seems to know; the only thing that 
is certain is that they are pretty good for 
the purpose for which they are intended, and 
cost only 25 cents. At that price no one 
néed feel afraid to experiment with them. 
They have to be aked for about five 
minutes before they are ready for use, then 
are blown up with a valve in the centre; 
there is a_ little pressure on_the valve 
finally to close the opening, and the wings 
are ready for use, They are new this year.

The next least expensive arrangement in 
the way of a help for swimming is a 
swimming collar, and that, if memory 
serves, is.$1. It looks like nothing so much 
as a big bologna sausage, with ribbons 
like those of my lady's boa to tie it around 
the neck, and with that on, no matter 
what the feet are doing, the head is sure 
to keep above water, a matter about which 
the inexpert is naturally anxious. For this 
reason it is more satisfactory than any- 
thing worn around the waist, which, slip- 
ping a little too low, may have the wrong 
effect, and keep the feet up and the hea 
down, which is all right so far as floating 
is concerned, but makes breathing some- 
what hazardous. There is a story which 1s 
vouched for by an eye witness of a man in 
a shipwreck, who, to insure safety, after 
putting one life preserver around his body 
to make assurance doubly sure ‘tied two 
more, one to each foot, with the natural 
result that his feet went up, his head down, 
and he was rescued with difficulty. How- 
ever, there will be no difficulty with any 
of the reservers with a little care.

One of the 
special charms of this jacket will he seen 
at a glance, Its ‘rubber sides are covered 
with khaki, and on it are big black Ictters: 
“U. S. N.” That means United States 
Navy, and the jackets were actually made 
for use in the navy, but more than were 
needed were supplied. They were bought 
back, and this accounts for the low price 
for a first-class jacket in which one would 
be saved from drowning in the latest Paris 
fashion. The regular price is $4.

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MR. LEHR’S VAIN STRATEGY 


Attempts to Get a Customs In- 
spector Out of His Turn. 











Protest of Another Passenger on the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Makes 
v 
More Delay for Him. 





The North German Lloyd liner Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, from Bremen, Cher- 
bourg, and Southampton, reached her dock 
at the foot of Gansevoort Street at about 
5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Among 
the 600 cabin passengers who landed from 
the ship were Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lehr, 
who were returning from their honeymoon 
trip to Europe. Mr. Lehr was anxioys to 
have his baggage examined without delay. 
He walked’ about the pier for perhaps a 
half hour trying to find an Inspector to ex- 
amine his many trunks and bags. Finally 
in desperation he took his position in the 
rear of the long line of people circled 
around the assigning Inspector to await his 
turn in having an’ Inspector assigned to 
him. 

There were about 125 people ahead of Mr. 
Lehr, and at the end of half an hour he 
found himself still far removed from the 
head of the line. Growing impatient, he de- 
cided to resort to a little strategy and get 
the best of those of his fellow-passengers 
who were in front of him. Accordingly he 
quietly left his position, and, walking in 
the direction of the desk behind which 
stood the Chief Inspector, got his card 
ready and prepared to turn it in. 

On the way to his more favorable posi- 
tion Mr. Lehr had ina spirit of good, fel- 
lowship taken also from Count Adalbert 
Sternberg of Germany his card, intending 
apparently to secure an Inspector for the 
Count at the same time that he did for him- 
self. But he had hardly stepped in front 


of the line when fom the passenger just 


behind him came the loud statement, “ this 
is not fair,’’ and the person making the 
protest left his position and went to the 
Inspector’s desk. There he said: 

‘It’s not fair, I say, that this man should 
be allowed to take his position in advance 
of so°’many others who have waited so long. 
He has deliberately crossed from a position 
some seventy-five back, and now he tries 
« secure an Inspector in advance of his 
urn,”’ 

Others in the line voiced the same senti- 
ments, and the Chief Inspector, telling the 
complainants that he had witnessed the 
whole affair, informed Mr. Lehr that he 
would not assign an Inspector to him and 
that he had better take his position back 
in the line. 

As a result of his vain strategy Mr. Lehr 
had to take his position at the extreme 
end of the line once more, occasioning an- 
other half hour or so of delay. It was 8 
o'clock when he finally reached the head of 
the line and saw his troubles ended. Dur- 
ing the whole time Mrs. LeHr patiently 
waited for her husband.’ When their bag- 
gage was finally marked ‘O. K." Mr. and 
Mrs. Lehr left the pier and proceeded di- 
rect to Newport.

Owing to a thunderstorm on Sun- 
day he stopped at Manchester, where he 
met with an accident in the bedroom of

Henry Broadbent, who had been treating 
him for heart disease. His death is at- 
tributed to syncope. 

At the Coroner's inquest held to-night in 
Lancaster the statement was made that 
Mr. Case fell in his hotel in Manchester, 
injuring his hip, and that on arriving in 
Tancaster he complained of severe pains, 
with the result that a local physician ad- 
ministered an opiate. 

The Ccroner suggested a verdict attrib- 
uting death to natural causes. The jury 
demurred, but eventually acceded, adding 
an expresison of opinion that the attend- 
ing physician should have been summoned 
to testify. 

Mr. Case is said to have been engaged 
to be married to Miss Iryin, a niece of Mrs. 
Griswold Gray of New York. 


AUBURN, N. Y., July 23.—Howard Eu- 
gene Case was 2 native of this city, being 


the son of th. late Theodore-2, Case, one 
of the wealthiest men of Auburn. He was 
born on Sept. 15, 1862, and for the past 
eight years, and up to the time of his 
mother’s death, he, resided, with her in 
Paris.

HARLEM BOAT CLUBS MOVE. 


All But Two of the Houses Leave Old 
Ad Scullers’ Row. 

With the removal of the boathouse of the 
Metropolitan Rowing Club from its old site 
at the end of Lexington Avenue to its new 
site on the east bank of the Harlem River, 
above Macomb’s Dam Bridge, to-day, the 
old ‘‘ Scullers’ Row,"’ near the Third Ave- 


nue bridge, will be reduced to only two

he First Bohemian Boat Club, whose 
house was at the eastern end of the row, 
nearest the Third Avenue bridge, moved 
on Monday, and now is. established near 
the Nassau Boat Club, above Macomb's 
Dam bridge. ‘rhe Harlem Rowing Club 
moved its two houses yesterday afternoon 
but went only as far as One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Street, where the houses were 
moored in a slip on the east side of the 
river, opposite the Atalanta Boat Club 
house,’ to remain until the necessary piling 
is driven at the new site. 
The Metropolitam house was all ready to 
be moved yesterday afternoon, but a tug 
could not be gotten when desired, and so 
the moviag was postponed until this morn- 


ing. 

Considerable damage Has been done to 
two of the houses by the big steam areaee 
which is excavating for the proposed bulk- 
head. On Monday it swung into the Metro- 
politan House, smashing a large hole in 
the side and tearing off a part of the roof, 
and yesterday it rammed the float of the 
Friendship Boat Club, and completely de- 
stroyed it. 

Oarsmen who saw the damage done say 
it was intentional in both cases, and it is 

robable that the owners of the dredge will 

called upon to make good the damage. 

Members of the Wyanoke and the Cres- 
cent Clubs, whose houses are on land 
claimed by the New York Central Rail- 
road, still say they will remain and contest 
any efforts to oust them.

UPSETS AT BRIGHTON BEACH 


Accidents and Bad Riding Beat Four 
Favorites, While Other Choices 
Ran for Layers. 








The mathematical precision with which 
the favorites at the Brighton Beach race 
track “‘averaged up” the string of suc- 
cesses by the best backed horses on the day 
béfore was somewhat distressing to form 
followers yesterday, but for all that the 
racing was of rather a restful nature, ex- 
cept in rare instances. The exceptions were 
when things other than simple reversals of 
form made results the most notable in- 
stances of things that were beyond all cal- 
culation, being when Blueaway in the open- 
ing event twisted off a plate and finished 
back in the crowd on three legs, and in the 
last race, when Clarence H. Mackay’s colt 
Seminole took Jockey ‘‘ Winnie ’’ O’Connor 
on a “ duck-shooting ”’ expedition and was 
beaten a head in the last jump, though on 
his running he proved himself many lengths 
the best horse in the race. 

The mishap to Blueaway’s plate was one 
that could not have been prevented, but 
for O'Connor's riding there was no possible 
excuse, the jockey simply seeming to have 
lost his wits and doing everything that he 
should not have done. These trials of the 
crowd's temper were few, however, and for 
the main the visitors to the track managed 
to put in a comfortable afternoon in spite 
of the heat. The attendance was large and 
the profits of the layers of odds were pro- 
portionate, for the betting was uncommon- 
ly lively, regardless of the fact that the 
fields were made up of about the worst 
class of horses in training in the East. 

There was a stake fixture, of course, this 
being the Atlantic selling, for two-year- 
olds, at five furlongs, for which the Cali- 
fornia-bred colt Sombrero, owned by Green 
B. Morris, stirred the crowd to a mild out- 
burst of enthusiasm by winning in 0:59 2-5, 
on three-fifths of a second faster time than 
the previous track record, held by Song- 
ster, a five-year-old, with 107 pounds, while 
Sombrero, a two-year-old, carried only 
three pounds less, In this race the Fleisch- 
mann colt Alibert was the fayorite at even 
money at post time, and for the first half 


mile of the course seemed to be wluning, 
but in the last furlong Alibert tired, and 
Sombrero, closing from behind, got up close 
on the post and covery beat out Oom 
Paul, who was brought down from S2ra- 
toga for the purpose of paking a ‘“kill- 
ing.’ In Shot made all thé running in the 
opening race and won, tiring at the end, by 
four lengths from Eloim. 

In the second race Lombre, trained hy 
William Donohue, and starting at 15 to i, 
closed from far back in the crowd and won 
a gallant race by a head from the favovyite, 
Faranlass, who was well away, and in 
front for a great -part of the distance. 
Immediately after the race Trainer Dono- 
hue announced that all his stable would 
be sold at auction on Saturday, as he and 
his partner, Richard Roche, have decided 
to retire from racing, temporarily, at least. 
The horses to be sold include the winners 
Rochester, Humbolt, Borough, and Lombre, 
and will be offered at the same time as 
are the horses of the J. R. Beard stable. 

Barbetto took the last race, hard ridden, 
by a head, after Seminole had been all over 
the track.

Cresceus only last week, at Detroit, trot- 
ted a mile in 2:05 in a race against Charlie 
Herr, the performance establishing a new 
race B® 4 which gives the horse two rec- 
ords now, the stallion record, 2:04, and the 
world’s race record. From his performances 
this season there is every reason to believe 
that Cresceus is in better condition than he 
was even when he made his stallion record 
last year. He has had a long and careful 
preparation for the campaign, and the 
splendid flight of speed that he showed at 
Detroit exceeded anything that he had 
ever done before, evem late in the sea- 
son. Horsemen who saw the race with 
Charley Herr at Detroit asserted at the 
time that had Cresceus been rated with 
more care he could have beaten his own 
best time in that event. As it was, he went 
his mile in 2:05, and clipped a quarter of a 
second from the previous world’s race 
record, 2:05%4, held jointly \e / Alix and 
Azotte, which had stood since 1895. a 

In addition to his record mile in 2:05, 
Cresceus lowered the two-heat race records 
of 2:054% and 2:07%, made by himself last 
year at Chicago. At Detroit in the first 
two heats his time was 2:06% and 2:05, 

Cresceus gained his title, king of stal- 
lions, when he relegated Directum’s mark 
to history on the Charter Oak track at 
Hartford, Sept. 5, 1900, 

Driven by George Ketcham, whoa also 
drove him at Detroit, and urged by two 
runners, the plucky horse made the mile 
in 2:04%. Directum's record was 2:05. 

After the Charter Oak trial Cresceus suc- 
ceeded in bringing the world’s stallion 
record down to 2:04.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


That the stock market is essentially a 
weather and crop market for the time 
being was again demonstrated yester- 
day when coincident with a sharp break 
in the price of corn and declines in the 
other cereals the quotations for stocks 
on the Stock Exchange advanced mate- 
rially. The movement, in short, was but 
a continuation of the inverse movement 
noted on the day previous, but whereas 
on that day corn had gone up and stocks 
down yesterday the stocks went up and 
corn went down. What is more, the 
stock improvement was maintained up 
to the close, final figures being generally 
the highest for the day, with St. Paul, 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, and 
Atchison distinctly the leaders, and 
showing gains of from three to four 
points each. 

The reason for the decided change of 
market front of course lies in the fact 
that overnight rains had fallen in the 
corn belt and that private advices, not- 
withstanding rather gloomy “ official ” 
Western weather reports, were to the ef- 
fect that the indications pointed to more 
rains. The drop in corn impressed forci- 
bly that the Westerners who had loudly 
been proclaiming the total ruin of the 
corn crop felt by no means sure of their 
position, else would they not have run so 
hurriedly on the figst sign of rain and 
caused what amounted to a practical de- 
moralization of the grain markets at the 
opening both here and in Chicago. The 
truth—and this from other than grain 
speculators biased by their market posi- 
tion—is that recent reports of crop dam- 
age put out from the West have been 
grossly exaggerated. It is not denied that 
some damage has been done; such close 
observers as President Lowry of the Soo 
Railway, Vice President Morton of Atch- 
ison, and General Manager Harding of 
Missouri Pacific admit damage. But 
what is contended outside of the Chicago 
corn pool is that the damage has been 
overestimated, that rains now or in the 
next week or ten days will assure an 
average crop at least; and that even with 
an admitted shorfage the fd@rmers, re- 
ceiving higher prices for their crop, will 
be actually better off than with-a too 
heavy crop. As to these recent damage 
reports, the following private dispatch 
received in Wall Street yesterday\ from 
the Governor of one of the leading corn 
States is certainly as worthy of consider- 
ation as the many anonymous messages 
put out. It reads: ; 


We will have average 08 throughout 
West. Every manner of influence being 
brought to bear to induce sensational taies 
of damage. Advance in price of corn off- 
sets twice over all present and likely dam- 
age. 

However this be, certain it is that the 
rains reported yesterday caused even the 
most pessimistic Westerners some little 
apprehension, for the West is long of 
corn and short of stocks. And this, 
though corn. “is already ruined and rain 
can do no good,” (quoting a dispatch to a 
Chicago house from Kansas.) 

An incidental development of the day 
was the disclosure that there is a very 
limited supply of floating stock in- the 
market. This, however, is not in the 
least surprising. It has been known that 
by far the greater part of the recent sell- 
ing of securities has been by the West 
for the short account, little of it repre- 
senting real liquidation. It has been 
known, also, that much of the buying 
on the decline has been .by ‘the larger 
banking and investment interests, not a 
few of the stocks so bought being taken 
out of the market. When, therefore, 
shorts yesterday endeavored tocover, they 
found so little stock for sale at going 
prices that they were forced to-.bid prices 
up. Hence it was that whereas on Mon- 
day’s decline over 780,000 shares were. 
traded in, yesterday, though stocks in 
many cases more than recovered their 
Monday losses, the total dealings were 
fully 100,000 shares less than on Monday. 

The best buying yesterday was in 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, St. Paul, 
and Atchisop, the purchases in all four 
cases tly emanating from the 
same sources, Not all the benefits to be

derived from the community of interest 
plan have yet been disclosed, and this for 
the reason that the complete plan as 
*projected by Mr. Morgan, Mr. Harriman, 
and Mr: Vanderbilt has not yet been 
finally perfected. Jn the Vanderbilt prop- 
erties, for instance, a rise in Nickel Plate 
second preferred of over 2 points on 
dealings in 120 shares of the Stock is 
noted on the Street as perhaps not with- 
out significance, while the shipment to 
Drexel, Morgdn & Co. at Philadelphia of 
Atchison stock (Mr. Morgan’s partner, 

Mr. Steele, having only a few weeks ago 

been elected an Atchison Director) is 
‘pointed to as another significant feature. 
Nor, if all Wall Street reports are true, 
is there lack of foundation for the report 
that important developments are pending 
in the affairs of Union Pacific. 

There was good buying, also, in a num- 
ber of independent stocks in no wise af- 
fected by droughts or crop scares--in 
Western Union, in Amalgamated Cop- 
per, in the local railway shares, and in 
the coal stocks. As for these last-named 
shares special reasons for their strength 
appeared in the settlement of the strike 
of the firemen. 

One of the features of the market was 
the strength of the Steel stocks, which 
now seem to be recovering altogether 
from the depressing influences of the 
strike, the common stock yesterday gain- 
ing 1% points and the preferred 1. Dur- 
ing the day there were many rumors 
that an early settlement of the difficulty 
would be arrived at, but no verification 
of these reports could be had. 

The declaration of the regular divi- 
dends on the Baltimore and Ohio stocks 
was followed by a statement that after 
allowing for their payment and appro- 
priating $2,500,000 for betterments out of 
the year’s surplus a balance of $1,500,000 
was carried forward. Here, indeed, is 
striking evidence of the changed condi- 
tions of the railroads of the country, 
evidencing substantial prosperity, when 
a road so lately out of the hands of a 
receiver can make so excellent a show- 
ing. 

Money continued easy all day, most of 
the call loans being made at 2% per cent. 
Apparently this week’s statement is like- 
ly to be altogether favorable, the banks 
continuing to gain from the Sub-Treas- 
ury and the interior. Yesterday $500,000 
in gold from the Klondike was received. 

London traded in about 60,000 shares 
of stock during the day, buying about 
40,000 shares on balance. The opening 
prices sent over by London were all well 
above Monday’s closing figures here. 


THE CROPS AND ATCHISON. 


Vice President Paul Morton of Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, discussing crop con- 
ditions and reports of damage, made the 
following statement yesterday for publica- 
tion: y 

“It is true that the corn crop in Kansas 
and Missouri has been seriously damaged 
by hot winds, but I think the reports of 
damage in Nebraska and Iowa have been 
very much exaggerated. Corn in Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio is looking well, and with 
rain ought to make an average crop. The 
loss of the corn crop in Kansas and Mis- 
souri to the railroads is not anything like 
the serious matter which it used to be. 
Take, for instance, the Atchison Road. It 
has diversified its tonnage to such an ex- 
tent that corn is not now the all-important 
factor, as it used to be, in making earn- 
ings. 

“There are many things that can happen 
to make up the loss of the corn crop, and 
the people of Kansas and the railroads are 
to be congratulated on the prosperous con- 
dition they are in to meet this loss. The 


people of Kansas never owned as much and 
owed as little as they do to-day. They 
have a most bountiful wheat crop, which 
has been harvested and is ready to move, 
and the advance in the price of wheat on 
account of the loss of the corn’crop will be 
somewhat of an offset. With good rains 
from now on to help the pastures and with 
higher prices for their wheat, the people of 
Kansas are-not so badly off after all. 

“In my opinion the Atchison Railroad 
will earn as much money the next twelve 
months as it has earned during the last 
year, notwithstanding the damage to corn. 
Unless some ,calamity happens to us now 
unforeseen, we anticipate a very satisfac- 
tory year ahead of us. 

“The little ffurry caused by the notice of 
our intention to reduce our rates openly be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri River to the 
rates secretly in effect by the lines of some 
of our heer apni has resulted in a better 
understarfding allsaround, and the absolute 
maintenance of rates for the balance of the 
year seems to be assured. 

“There has been no failure of crops in 
Kansas for the last five years, and the 
people there are splendidly equipped for the 
present loss of the corn crop. I estimate 
that Kansas will not raise to exceed one- 
third of an average crop. Secretary Coburn 
of the State Board of Agriculture, claims 
that there are 40,000,000 bushels of old corn 
in the hands of farmers. I do not believe 
it will be necessary to ship very much corn 
into the State, but the people are in condi- 
tion to pay for it if such condition exists, 
ree hy railroads will of course be glad to 

a t. 

“As a railroad man I am not at all dis- 
couraged by the outlook; in fact, the loss 
of crops must be expected now and then, 
and we are all preparee for it. 

“The country that Atchison serves has 
had the greatest immigration in the last 
year that has occurred in ten years, and we 
are prospering from it, both in passenger 
and freight earnings. There fs still a great 
deal of undeveloped country, and with the 
reclamation of the arid lands which we ex- 
pect to be taken up very shortly by Con- 
gress, we anticipate a very large immigra- 
tion to the Western country. 

“Over 50 per cent. of the territory and 
only 10 per cent. of the population of the 
United States are now west of.the Missouri 
River. Reclaiming bee ye lands ought to 
double the pépulation : 
give us an extraordinary development

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Following is the 
Weather Bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions: 

‘‘Intense heat has prevailed another week 
throughout the States of the central valleys and 
Middle Rocky Mountain region, with only local 
showers over limited scattered areas, Maximum 
temperatures of 100 degrees or above were of 
daily occurrence over more or less of the terri- 
tory named, Under these conditions the drought 
has been greatly intensified, and its area largely 
increased. Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, and por- 
tions of Nebraska have suffered most, but the 
conditions are now critical from the lake region, 
Central Ohio Valley, and Tennessee westward to 
the Middle Rocky Mountain region, including 
the greater part of Texas. Portions of the Middle 
and South Atlantic States continue to suffer 
from excessive moisture, but very favorable 
temperatures have been experienced in these dis- 
tricts, and also on the Pacifid Coast, where 
the week was cooler than usual. 


‘““The outlook for corn is less favorable than 
at the close of the previous week. In Nebraska, 


Kansas, Oklahoma, and Missouri, early corn is 
practically ruined. With early and abundant 
rains in these States late corn would probably 


make half a crop or less. The condition of the 
.crop .in Iowa is more favorable than in the 
before-mentioned States, and copious rains with 
moderate temperatures within a week would 
greatly improve prospects for a large part of 
the crop, In Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, 
and. Tennessee, more particularly the western 
portions of the two last-named States, corn is 
now seriously in need of rain. In Illinois the

‘*Haying is mostly finished, and a fine crop 
has been sec in North Dakota, 
the lake region, Ohio Valley, portions of the 
Middle Atlantic States, and New England. : 

** In portions of Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
and Florida, the condition of cotton has im- 
proved, but in the two last-named States and in 
the Carolinas it has suffered from lack of 
cultivation. Rain is greatly needed in Tennes- 
see and over the western portion of the cotton 
belt, where, however, the ¢ is generally with- 
standing the drought well. iting at the top 
continues to be reported from the central and 
western districts, and throughout the belt the 
plant is small. 

‘‘In the Ohio Valley, Tennessee, and. Wiscon- 
sin, tobacco is suffering much from drought, 
especially in Western Kentucky, and has been 
injured by rains in Maryland; elsewhere the 
crop has made favorable progress. 

‘* Throughout the central valleys the ‘prospects 
for apples have been further reduced, and no 
improvement is reported from New England and 
the Middle Atlantic States. On the whole, the 
fruit outlook is not encouraging.’’

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘mtg”’ stands for mé@t- 
wage and “RS” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $8,000. This ‘‘ consideration’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

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INVESTIGATING THE 
CENTRAL'S TUNNEL 


Assistant District Attorney Le 
Barbier Examines Experts. 








Dr. Cyrus Edson and Electrical Engineer 
Jospeh Buehler Both Pronounce 


the Tunnel a Nuisance. 





‘Assistant District Attorney Charles EB. 
fe Barbier took up in earnest yesterday 
the work of collating and putting into 
proper shape the mass of information and 
testimony he has in his possession tending 
to show that the New York Central Rail- 
road’s maintenance of the tunnel under 
Park Avenue in its present condition is a 
public nuisance and a menace to public 
health. 

Mr. Le Barbier held conferences with 
many passengers, commuters, and residents 
along Park Avenue, who told of their per- 
sonal experiences and those of their 
friends on the trains of the roads using 
the tunnel. Several told of seeing women 
and others faint from the heat. Mr. Le 
Barbier was gratified at the response of 
the citizens who are compelled t6 travel in 
these trains to his request that they come 
forward and furnish him with any informa- 
tion that might be of value. He expects 
many more to visit him in the next few 
days, as he will not present the facts that 
he has in his possession to the Grand 
wy <4 until later in the week. 

. Cyrus Edson, former President of the 
Board of Health, and Joseph Buehler, an 
electrical engineer, of 114 Fifth Avenue, 
‘were among the experts who called on the 
prosecutor in answer to a written request. 
Dr. Edson stated that he received many 
complaints against the tunnel when he 
Was at the head of the Health Board. He 
declared that, in his opinion, it was a 
nuisance then, and that it was more so 
now. The District Attorney’s office ex- 
pects Dr. Edson to render it valuable as- 
sistance in the conduct of the investiga- 


tion. Mr. Buehler declared that the tun- 
nel was unquestionably a nuisance, and 
had been for a long time. He averred that 
the railroad company might easily remedy 
the conditions by doing away with steam 
as a means of locomotion and by properly 
ventilating the tunnel. Although Mr. 
Buehler has lived across the Harlem River 
most of his life, and uses the tunnel 
daily, he does not allow his family to 
travel through it. They take the trolley. 

“I've about given up the steam cars 
myself for the Summer,” said Mr. Buehler. 
“‘It is insufferably hot in the cars even 
when they are in the sheds. When they 
start through the tunnel, with doors and 
windows shut to keep out the fumes of 
coal gas, the atmosphere becomes almost 
unendurable. Then the conductors and 
brakemen passing through the train ad- 
mit the rank odors about every five min- 
utes, and if, as frequently happens, delays 
occur while the «trains are in the tunnel, 
existence becomes almost unbearable. Only 
a few weeks ago I saw a woman faint on 
the train. She was carried out at Harlem. 

“When at last I can escape from the 
trains in the mornings, after a ride from 
William’s Bridge, I feel as if I had been 
through a Turkish bath. Whenever the 
trains stop for a time, the sooty, greasy, 
Bassy odors are beyond description. As 
for remedies, a system of underground 
trolleys is perfectly practicable, although 
the yard space of the roads is somewhat 
limited. When the underground trolley 
system was first tried in the streets here 
there were some unbelievers who predicted 
that the scheme would be found impracti- 
cable. Look at the system to-day. As 
many trains could be run through the tun- 
nel by electricity as are now by steam.’’ 

Mr. Le Barbier and a committee of the 
Grand Jury may, in all probability, take a 
trip through the tunnel on some hot after- 
noon, to experience for themselves the dis- 
comforts and inconveniences so many have 
spoken of to Mr. Le Barbier. The latter 
Said yesterday: 

‘Many persons have told me to-day of 
the ciscomforts they have experienced. I 
expect more to come each day, and if the 
presen: outlook keeps up the investigation 
may result in something more than a pre- 
sentment. But even though a presentment 
is the only result, compliance with the 
recommendations thereof may be compelled 
by law. There are in the tunnel now three 
menaces to public health—the use of soft 
cdéal, the unsanitary condition of the tun- 
nel, reeking with soot and grease; the con- 
uition of the passenger cars prior to being 
Sent through the tunnel, and the stoppages 
of the cars for more or less long periods 
in the badly ventilated tunnel. We ex- 
pect to éxamine into all of these grounds 
ot complaint. In addition to Drs. Edson 
and Doremus and other medical experts, I 
expect to have before the Grand Jury elec- 
tricai, mechanical, sanitary, and civil en- 
Bineers, . 

“IT have men out now making personal 
investigations of. the conditions com- 

lained of. They will report this week. 

he Beard of Health, at our request, has 
also put its men to work, and the facts 
in the case will be presented as strongly 
as possible. The officials of the road will 
be subpoenaed also. Chief Civil Engineer 
Wilgus will be down to see me to-morrow. 
I expect to subpoena at least two loco- 
motive drivers of some of the three roads. 
We have sent out experts under Dr. Ed- 
son's direction, who will determine by ex- 
periments the amount of cubic air in each 
passenger car; the number of passengers 
each car holds, and how many usually 
travel in. them during the rush hours; the 
amount of coal gas in the tunnel; the 
auantity that leaks into the cars in transit, 
and the amount of air consumed by one 
individual in passing through the tunnel.” 

There was a rumor current in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office that the railroad 
companies, or some of them, used bitumin- 
ous coal in -passing through the tunnel, 
and that a sufficient quantity of anthra- 
cite coal _was kept on the tender to com- 

ly with the law, but was seldom used. 

his question will also receive the attention 
of the public prosecutor’s office. 


CORONER DELAP’S TRIAL. 


Preparing for the Inquiry Into the 
Charges of Extortion—The Coroner 
Repeats His Denial. 


An inquiry into the charges of extortion 
tmade against Coroner George W. Delap of 
Brooklyn will be made to-morrow a{ter- 
moon at 2 o'clock before Magistrate Nau- 
mer, in the Adams Street Police Court.

ARCHITECT ANSWERS CHARGES.

Mr. Bernstein Says He Has Not Evaded 
Tenement Laws—To Call Mr. De 
Forest to Account. 

** Quote me as entering a general denial,’’ 
said yesterday Architect Michael Bern- 
stein of 111 Broadway, when asked what 
he cared to say in reply to the statement of 
Robert W. De Forest, Chairman of the 
Tenement House Committee of the Char- 
ity Organization Society. ‘‘I will certainly 
call Mr. De Forest to account. I have 
not been called upon to explain anything 
by Commissioner Wallace. I am an archi- 
tect, and was graduated from the office of 


F. D. White. I am not affiliated with any 
society of architects. 

‘‘Mr. De Forest in his statement gives 
an extreme interpretation of the tenement 
house law. This has worked, and will 
work, hardships for builders and archi- 
tects, and, incidentally, tenants, for they 
will have to pay higher rents. As to sub- 
stitution of plans, there were several in- 
stances where clerks muddled matters by 
putting in plans intended for one property 
on other property. What amendments I 
have made have been in direct line with 
the letter and spirit of the tenement house 
law, as they provided for fewer families 
on a floor, more bathrooms, and more 
light and air. I am not ready just now to 
say exactly what steps I will take to set 
myself right before the public, but I shall 
act.’’

A WIFE MURDERER’S END. 


Man Killed by a Truck in Bayonne Was 
George McVety. 

The man killedaby being run over by a 
loaded truck in Bayonne on Sunday night 
and identified on Monday as George Mc- 
Creery turns out to have been George Mc- 
Vety of Jersey City, who twenty years ago 
figured in a sensational murder trial as 
the accused person. He was charged with 


killing his wife by throwing kerosene oil

The Queens Borough School Board met 
in Flushing yesterday and made its esti- 
mate for 1902.

amount allowed in 1901. 

It is estimated that admission to the 
high school in Long Island City will aave

The budget makes provision for iorty 
new teachers, but they must be assigned 
to the several new schools, which open in 
September. The result is that in Long 
Island City several thousand children wiil 
not find school room.

SCANNELL AND MARKS 
CASES UP TO-DAY 





Argument to be Made Before Jus-- 


tice McAdam. 





Upon His Decision Will Depend Wheth- 
er the Commissioner Will Be 
Tried Before Election. 





Politicians and lawyers of both parties ° 


are deeply. interested in the argument 
which will be made before Justice McAdém 
in the Supreme Court to-day upon the mo- 
tion of counsel for Fire Commissioner 
Scannell and ** Agent’ Marks, indicted for 
neglect of duty and conspiracy, to remove 
the actions from the Court of General Ses- 
sions to the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court. The unusual interest mani- 
fested in such a technical proceeding is be- 
cause upon Justice MoAdam’s decision will 
depend whether the Commissioner and his 
friend will be tried before or after election. 

That the Commissioner’s counsel ate de- 
sirous that the trial should be put off for 
some time yet is alleged to be shown by 
their efforts to have the case transferred 
and the Commissioner’s allegation that he 
was indicted for political and partisan pur- 
poses, Should Justice McAdam grant the 
transfer the Commissioner could not be 
tried in the Supreme Court in the regular 
course of events until October, as Justice 
Fursman has adjourned the Criminal 
Branch until that time. Then if the action 
is ordered transferred, routine delay in 
placing the case on the calendar, pleading, 
fixing a day for trial, and demurrer to the 
indictments would necessitate delays which 
would oarry the case far into the Winter 
before the Commissioner would be ar- 


raigned for trial. 

The District Attorney, however, is ex- 
ceedingly anxious to bring the Commis- 
sioner and his friend to trial at the earliest 
possible date. He deems the matter so im- 
portant and is so opposed to the granting 
of the removal that he will personally ap- 
pear and make the argument for the State 
to-day. The District Attorney would like 
to call the case for trial before Recorder 
Goff in General Sessions during the month 
of August. The Recorder does not sit after 
this term until December, 

In the event of a transfer being ordered, 
however, the public prosecutor has already 
considered the advisability of asking that 
a special term of the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court be held during the 
month of September. Should this request 
be made to the Appellate Division and 
granted, Justice Fursman would probably 
be assigned to hold the court. Owing to 
certain well-known differences between the 
Justice and the District Attorney, as well 
as to the fact that the former and Richard 
Croker’s friend, Senator Murphy, are well 
acquainted, it is known that Mr. Philbin 
would not object if some other Justice were 
assigned to preside over the extraordinar 
term. Therefore the preliminary skirmish 
to-day in this politico-legal battle will be 
stubbornly contested by each side. 

Fire Commissioner Scannell in an affi- 
davit attached to the motion for a re- 
moval, filed by his attorneys, Meyers, Gold- 
smith & Bronner, declares that the charges 
against him are utterly false ena untrue, 
and that he believes the indictments are the 
result of political and partisan causes and 
not of any guilt or unlawful conduct on 
his part or on the part of Marks. For this 
reason, and also owing to the publicity 
which has been given the case and on ac- 
count of the questions of law which will 
arise, the Commissioner asks for a removal 
of the action from the Court of General 
Sessions. For all of the above reasons he 
avers great care and effort and much de- 
liberation and consideration will be re- 
quired to prevent injustiae being done him 
and Marks. 

“The entire proceedings are of the ut- 
most importance,” says the Commissioner 
in his affidavit, “not only to the defend- 
ants, but to the public officials, boards, 
and departments of the City of New York, 
wherein similar transactions and affairs 
have been and are being now conducted— 
similar transactions to those upon which 
these indictments are based, and in many 
respects, if not all, like and similar to the 
transactions wherein charges of wrongdo- 
ing and conspiracy are made against me 
and Marks,” 

The Commissioner also contends that the 
trial will involve the construction and ad- 
judication of the statutes relating to the 
City of New York, its charter and ordi- 
nances, and the regulations of the munici- 
pal departments. Several of the matters fn 
question he says have already been passed 
upon by Supreme Court Justices, and he 
states that he consulted the, Corporation 
Counsel in certain of the matters and that 
he had been aided and concurred in by the 
vote and sanction of the Controller. 

‘““Many other novel, intricate, and im- 

ortant questions of law will arise,’’ says 

e, “touching among others things the 
regularity of the proceedings before the 
Grand Jury which resulted in these indict- 
ments, the walidity and sufficiency of the 
evidence upon which it was procured, the 
jurisdiction of the Court ef General Ses- 
sions, as well as B er pouting to the 
scope and effect the statutes relating to 
the charter; the gewere of the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments; the effect of the advice of the Cor- 
poration Counsel; of the concurrence and 
approval of the Controller, and of the ad- 
vice and concurrence of the public officials 
of the City of New York with whom I was 
advised, aided, and guided in the matters 
involved.”

Receives a Letter Demanding $10,000 or 
Her Mansions Would Be Blown Up. 


Capt. James Reynolds, the head of ‘the 
Brooklyn Central Office, and a number of 
his detectives are trying to run down a 
person, who sent a letter to Mrs. A. J. 
Pouch on Monday threatening to blow up 
the family residence at 815 Greene Ave- 
nue, and the Pouch mansion, on Clinton 
Avenue, unless $10,000 was deposited by 
Mrs. Pouch in a certain spot. 

Upon the receipt of the letter Mrs. Pouch 
turned it over to her sons, and théy in turn 
informed the police of the matter.

BLIND PENSIONERS PAID 


Pitiful Scenes at the Charities Pier 
Where They Assemble. 











Showers of Coin for Their Benefit 
Thrown by Yachtsmen on Their 
Way to Their Craft. 





Many pitiful scenes were witnessed at the 
Charities Department pier, at East Twen- 
ty-sixth Street, yesterday, when 600 or 
more blind nersons gathered to receive 
their shares of $33,250, the city’s annual 
dole to the poor thus afflicted, distribution 
of which this year was delayed for many 
days through red tape. In the crowd were 
sightless men with dogs and sightless wo- 
men led by little children waiting on the 
pier for hours before the payments began. 
In the neighboring streets policemen were 
detailed to watch for approaching benefi- 
ciaries and guide them to their places. 
They performed this duty with uniform 
kindness. 

Wealth and poverty meet daily at this 
point, for the waters about Bellevue, the 
Morgue, and the landing place of the Pot- 
ter’s Field and ‘penitentiary boats close by 
are a favorite anchorage for many of the 
finest yachts hailing from this port, and 
there was more bustle than usual about 
the New York Yacht Club’s station there, 
owing to the club’s annual cruise, which 
is now in progress to the eastward. As 
the carriages and motor vehicles of the 
owners of the great pleasure vessels rolled 
down to the pier many a handful of silver 
coin, .sometimes with a glitter of yellow 
in the shower, was tossed to the blind, 
and the boys of the street dodged between 
the wheels to gather up the money and 
place it in the hands of those for whom it 
was intended. : 

Among the blind were many with with- 
ered limbs or otherwise crippled. Some 
carried peddler’s kits of pencils and shoe- 
strings. The women knitted as they sat 
about the pier, and men bore on their 
shoulders bundles of cane from which to 
weave the seats of chairs. 

Mary Mandell, twenty years old, of 156 
East ;Houston Street was pushed up in a 
little ‘carriage. She has been as tree 
deaf, dumb, and blind from birth. James 
H. Caton of 975 Washington Avenue is 
deaf and dumb as well as blind. Alexander 
Terry, a blind man, is janitor of the front 
and rear tenements at 9 and ll Vell Street, 
and earns money running errands. 

There were a number of blind couples in 
the crowg; among them being William and 
Josephine Ryan of East Sixteenth 
Street, George and Katherine Cutler of 
461 West Forty-sixth Street, and Joseph 
and Margaret Curtis of 572 Ninth Avenue. 
Benjamin Scully, a newsman at Ninth Ave- 
nue and Thirty-fourth Street, and his wife, 
Anna, and Thomas Murphy, her father, all 
blind, were there with Scully’s two chil- 
dren, who enjoy the blessings of sight. 
Jerry Quinlan of 258 West Thirty-third 
Street, who used to own several cabs and 
about whom Edward Harrigan sang in the 
play ‘‘ Leather Patch,’ and Charles Donk, 
colored, who crawls about the ty. streets 
on the stumps of his legs, selling lead 
pencils, were there. 

Jenny Brandt of 282 Third Street, mis- 
sionary and Bible reader to the blind, went 
about among the crowd, who knew her 
well. A flash of Ughtning destroyed her 
eyesight as she sat by an open window 
twenty-five years ago. 

Deputy Paymasters John Leffingwell and 
William McGlung began to pay out the 
money at 11:30 A. M. Superintendent of 
the Outdoor Poor Blair countersigned the 
ecards of oe He as their names were 
ealled off by the clerk, Willfam Walsh. 
Each afflicted person received, with few 
variations, two twenty-dollar bills, a five- 


dollar bill, two two-dollar bills, and 47 
cents in change, the pro rata share of 
the 672 provided for. The paymasters 


worked until 8 P. M., when 555 had re- 
ceived their money. It is expected that the 
remainder will be paid off to-day. About 
forty are ill at their homes, and the clerk 
will take their money to them. 


EXPLOSION OF FIREWORKS. 


Several Persogs Injured and a $15,000 
Loss—Caused by Spontaneous 
Combustion. 

There was an explosion of black powder 
at the Lloyd fireworks manufactory, at 
Burger Avenue, Garretsons, S. IL. at 5:45 
yesterday afternoon. The building blew 
up, nine others were wrecked, and one of 
these took fire and was burned. Two girls 

were slightly hurt. 

The plant consists of forty-five smail 
buildings scattered over about ten acres of 
ground. The one which exploded was used 
for the storage of black powder, and was 
remote from the rest, the concussion was 
so freat that nine others were knocked 
from their foundations. One of these con- 
tained a stock of chemicals, and these, re- 
leased by the breaking of the carboys, set 
fire to the building, and it and the chem- 
icals burned. 

The building which blew up was 8 by 10 
feet, and is said to have been about half 
filled with powder. There was no one in 
it, and spontaneous combustion is supposed 
to have caused the explosion. The detona- 
tion could be heard several miles. The po- 
lide ambulance was sent to the scene, but 
was not required. 

James Sinnott, eotin years of age, 
employed in the works, was cut about the 
head by flying splinters, and Fannie Can- 
ner, another employe, was similarly cut, 
and had some small bones in the face 
broken by the flying wood. 

There were about twenty’ men and girls 
employed in the works, and when the ex- 
plosion took place they fled. Some ef the 
women fainted while running, and had to 
be dragged away. It was feared that fire 
might cause other explosions. The fire 
made a beautiful sight as it burned the 
released chemicals, and the multi-colored 
flames were very pretty, but decidedly cost- 
ly, as it was estimated that the loss b 
the explosion and fire would be $15,000, 
mostly on the chemicals and powder. 


For Causing H. C. Wadman’s Death. 


Indictments were handed to Recorder 
Goff by the Grand Jury yesterday against 
Thomas J. Foley, a nurse, and Michael 
Carroll, an attendant, in the Manhattan 
State Hospital, for causing the death of 
Herbert C. Wadman on March 3 last. The 
two men were found responsible for Wad- 
man’s death by a Coroner’s jury. y 
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LEGAL NOTES. 


TEST OF THE Use oF LAND.—Arthur C. 
Tucker and James P. McQuade, who own 
land in Rockland County adjoining that of 
the Mack Paving Company, obtained from 
the Special Term of the Supreme Court an 
injunction restraining the company from 
quarrying on its land, it being alleged that 
fragments of rock and stone were thrown 
on plaintiffs’ land and the buildings in- 
jured by shock and jar, The complaint al- 
leged that the company was preparing its 
premises for the erection of crushers and 
the opening of the quarry. Only small 
blasts were said to have been made up to 
the beginning of the suit, but plaintiffs be- 
lieved that after the quarry was opened 
larger blasts would take place. Several 
witnesses testified that the blasts shook 
Mr. Tucker’s house and made the windows 
rattle. The injunction has been vacated by 


the Second, Appellate Division, in an opin- 
ion by Justice Sewall. He says: ‘* Author- 
ities are numerous sustaining the proposi- 
tion that the rights of each person living in 
society are liable to be modified and 
abridged. by the exercise by others of their 
own rights, and so far as they are thus 
abridged the loss is damnum absque in- 
juria. A man may do many things on his 
own land which may result in injury to 
the property of others, without being an- 
swerable for the consequencés. If he acts 
with proper care and skill he may set fire 
to his fallow grounds, and, though the fire 
run into and destroy the woodland of his 
neighbor, no action will lie. He may open 
and work a. coal mine in his own land, 
though it injures the house which another 
has built at the extremity of his land, and 
he may do the same thing, though it cut off 
an underground stream of water which be- 
fore supplied his neighbor’s well, and leave 
the well dry. He may build on his own 
land, though it stops the lights of his neigh- 
bor. He may dig a pit in his own land, be 
it ever so deep, though the house of his 
neighbor be undermined thereby and fall 
into the pit, and he may erect a dam on his 
own land by which he withholds the water 
trom a mill below, to the tnjury of its own- 
er. In each of these cases the plaintiff was 
restricted in some particular mode of en- 
joying his property by the exercise of a 
right of domain on the part of the defend- 
ant. There was damage, but no wrong, be- 
cause what was done by the adjacent own- 
er was in the lawful and permitted use of 
his property. The-test of the permissible 
use of one’s own land is not whether the 
use or the act causes injury to a neighbor's 
property, or that theinjury was the natural 
consequence, or that the act is in the na- 
ture of a nuisance, but the inquiry is, was 
the act or use a reasonable exercise of the 
dominion which the owner of property has 
by virtue of his ownership over the prop- 
erty, having regard to all interests affect- 
ed? oe 

VeERDIcT Not ExcEssIve,—Jacob M. Lacs, 
three years old, was run over and -very 
seriously injured by a team of horses at- 
tached to a wagon owned by James FEver- 
ard’s breweries. In an action brought by 
Lacs, by guardian, to recover damages for 
his injuries, a jury in the Supreme Court 


rendered a verdict for $20,000. The evi- 
dence showed that the little boy, with his 
mother, started to cross Third Avenue at 
Fifty-fourth Street. Mrs. Lacs looked in 
both directions thout discovering danger, 
but when about half way across the street 
she and the plaintiff were struck by defend- 
ant’s team. There was evidence tending 
to show that the driver was reading a 
book, while the reins were in the hands of 
his assistant, a fourteen-year-old boy. The 
Second Appellate Division has affirmed 
judgment on the verdict, holding that it 
was not error for the plaintiff to exhibit 
his maimed person to the jury, nor was 
the verdict excessive. Justice Woodwaund, 
for the Court, says: e [plaintiff] must 
go through life with one arm atleast com- 
pletely paralyzed, and gradually shrinking 
away, while it is by no means oertain that 
he will ever recover the use of one of his 
legs to any great extent, and it is reasona- 
ble to conclude that his mental faculties 
are permanently 


impaired. In fact, the 
evidence of the physicians leads te the 
conclusion that this plaintiff is a physical 
wreck, and that this defect extends to his 
mental capabilities, likely to result in mak- 
ing him a constant source of expense, with 
very little hope that he will ever be of use 
to himself in providing for his necessities. 
The exact amount of money which will 
compensate him for these injuries is one 
about which reasonable men may fair!y 
differ, and there is no reason why this 
Court should interpose its judgment for 
that of the jury upon a pest so whoily 
within the province of the latter under the 
circumstances disclosed by the evidence.” 


DROWNED LEARNING TO SWIM. 





Man’s Life Preservers Filled with Water 


and Carried Him.Under. 
FLORAL PARK, L. I., July 28.—Starley 
Potaske, twenty-two years-old, of Queens, 
was drowned last evening while learning 
to swim in Lake Success. Potaske had on 
pneumatic. life preservers, but it appears 


they were of a poor quality and the air 
escaped, and they fill with water, bear- 
be m down instead of buoying him up. 

is body was found in seventy-five feet 
of water, and about one hundred feet from 
the shore. Potaske was a member of the 
Seventeenth Separate Company of Flushing.

BISHOP McDONNELL DISTURBED 








He Has Ordered Father Baxter to 
Leave Brooklyn, but He Will Not Go. 


Bishop Charles E. McDonnell, head of the 
Roman Catholic Diocese of Brooklyn, and 
the Rev. Thomas Taaffe, rector of St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, Willoughby and Kent Ave- 
nues, are both greatly disturbed over the 
action of the Rev. John Baxter who has 
ignored the Bishop’s orders for hi mto 
leave the diocese and continues to occupy 
hjs rooms in the rectory of St. Patrick’s. 
Church. 

Father Baxter has been acting as assist- 
ant to Father Taaffe. He was for a num- 


' 
' 
ber of years pastor of a church at Baby- 
lon, L. 1, and was later appointed Chap- 
lain of St. Mary’s Hospital, Brooklyn. 
While there he began suit against Bishop 
McDonnell, as the successor of the late 
Bishop Loughlin, for moneys which Father 
Baxter claimed were due to him from 
Bishop Loughlin. The lower courts de- 
cided in his favor, but the decision was 
reversed by the higher courts. Father 
Baxter then sued the administrators of 
the estate of Bishop Loughlin, who in- 
cluded the Bishops gf seweral dioceses. 

It is a violation of the canon law for a 
priest of one diocese to bring an _ action 
against the oe of another diocese, 
and Father Baxter was so informed by 
Bishop McDonnell, and advised him to with- 
draw his suit. Father Baxter complied with 
the Bishop’s request. i 

In the meantime Father Baxter had been 
released from the chaplaincy of St. ry’s 
Hospital and appointed assistant to ther 
Taaffe at St. atrick’s Church. Father 
Baxter and.Father Taaffe did not get along 
very well fogether, and about a year ago 
the former requested his exeat or papers 
reeeune. him from the diocese and per- 
mitting. him to become identified with some 
other diocese. ‘The Bishop, however, re- 
fused to give Father Baxter exeat until the 
priest had: received an invitation from some 
other Bishop. 

An invitation, it is said. came to Father 
Baxter later from the Bishop of an Aus- 
tralian diocese. Father Baxter, however 
obtained permission from Bishop ‘McDonnell 
to remain long enough in Brooklyn tu set- 
tle-up some of his affairs. Since then, it 
is said. Father Baxter’s relations with 
Father Taaffe became so sfrained that the 
Bishop ordered the former to act upon the 
exeat given him and depart from the dio- 
cesg. Father Baxter, however, failed to 
comply with the Bishop’s demand, and 
auecher notice ~wwas sent to him by the 
Bishop. Father Baxter has not yct left 
the diocese, however, and still occupics his 
rooms at St. Patrick’s rectory, which are 
needed by Father Taaffe for the use of 
another priest who has been appointed his 
assistant. ; .
